Whereas,  The  Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  has  been  re-

Whereas,  It  does  not  appear  that  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta  has 
yet  been  represented  on  the  seal  of  this  University, 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  and  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  instructed  to  cause  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta  and  the 
Missionary  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  to  appear  properly  on  the 
seal   of  this  University. 

On  motion,  the  following  was  adopted : 

The  Board  has  heard  with  great  satisfaction  of  the  possibility 
that  our  Chancellor  may  undertake  the  labor  of  extending  knowl- 
edge of  the  University  and  of  increasing  the  endowment. 

Realizing  the  great  importance  of  specific  attention  to  these  mat- 
ters by  one  who  is  specially  equipped  and  fully  empowered  to  rep- 
resent the  University,  it  is  hereby 

Resolved,  That  by  unanimous  action,  we  request  the  Bishop  of 
Tennessee  to  assume  this  responsibility,  and  to  give  six  months 
of  the  coming  year  to  promote  the  interests  of  Sewanee  by  pre- 
sentation of  its  status  and  claims,  and  by  securing  additions  to 
the  Endowment  Fund. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  appreciates  the  great  sacrifice  on  the 
part  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  involved  in  this 
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request,   and   assures    Bishop    Gailor    of   our   gratitude,    and    of    our 
hearty  co-operation  and  support  in  his  efforts. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  be  empowered 
and  instructed  to  remit  to  the  Chancellor  for  his  expenses  upon 
request  therefor.

The  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances  reported 
as  follows: 

Your  committee  has  received  a  grievance  from  Leaseholder  No. 
19.  After  conference  with  the  leaseholder  and  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
we  find  nothing  in  the  grievance  which  may  not  easily  and  nat- 
urally be  composed  by  the  leaseholder  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
themselves.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  a  neighboring  leaseholder  is, 
in  a  measure,  involved,  the  lines  of  boundarv  having  become  some- 
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what  obscured,  and  further,  that  some  change  is  desirable  in  lease 
boundaries  of  lease  No.  19,  your  committee  recommend  that  the 
grievance  be  referred  for  detailed  settlement  to  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  lessees  involved.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor be  authorized  to  make  such  changes  in  the  boundaries  of 
lease  No.  19  as  may  secure  to  the  University  full  control  of  the 
spring  branches  in  the  rear  of  the  premises,  after  obtaining  the 
consent  of  the  holder  of  the  lease.     We  append  resolutions. 

Your  committee  has  received  a  proposition  from  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation of  South  Carolina,  praying  the  consideration  of  the  Board, 
of  their  request  for  a  restoration  of  the  former  conditions  of  the 
University,  whereby  the  sessions  were  held  in  summer,  and  the 
recess  in  the  "winter  months.  Your  committee  thinks  that  each 
change  of  the  original  wise  plans  of  our  founders,  has  been  a  mis- 
take, which  has  rather  hindered  than  furthered  the  purpose  which 
the  University  was  to  fulfill.  If  any  change  should  be  made,  we 
are  convinced  that  it  should  be  made,  not  to  former,  but  to  original 
conditions.  However,  it  is  our  opinion  that  as  past  changes  have 
been  made  after  consideration  by,  if  not  at  the  request  of,  the  Fac- 
ulty of  the  University,  so  now,  the  Beard  of  Trustees  should  act 
only  in  deference  to  the  close  and  courteous  relations  which  we 
bear  to  our  Faculty,  and  yield  to  them  the  right  of  a  first  ex- 
pression of  desire  and  judgment  upon  the  important  question  raised 
by  the  South  Carolina  memorialists.     We  append  a  resolution: 

We  propose  these  resolutions  for  your  consideration  : 

(1)  Resolved,  That  the  grievance  of  leaseholder  No.  19  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  lessees  for 
settlement,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  make  de- 
sirable changes  in  the  boundaries  of  the  said  lease,  and  to  reduce 
the  annual  rent  to  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  from  the  Alumni  of  the  University, 
consisting  of  Dr.  J.  H.  P.  Hodgson,  Chairman;  J.  Swinton  Wha- 
ley,  H.  G.  Seibels,  Rev.  W.  S.  Slack,  and  Rev.  Mercer  G.  Johnston, 
be  appointed  to  consider  the  memorial  above  referred  to,  to  con- 
fer with  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  giving 
information  concerning  the  disposition  of  the  University's  con- 
stituency with  reference  to  the  proposed  change,  and  to  make  a 
separate  report  to  this  Board  in  1912. 

Resolution  Xo.  1  was  adopted. 
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Resolution  No.  2  was  put  upon  its  passage,  and  pending 
discussion,  the  Memorial  from  the  Alumni  Association  of 
South  Carolina  was  read: 

We,  the  Associated  Alumni  of  the  University  of  the  South,  be- 
lieving that  the  change  of  term  from  summer  to  winter  at  Sevvanee 
has  been  a  mistake,  do  hereby  respectfully  petition  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  their  next  meeting  in  June  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  a  return  to  former  conditions.  Our  reasons  for  thinking  that 
the  present  winter  term  is  a  mistake  are  briefly  as  follows: 

(1)  Every  university,  in  order  to  secure  patronage,  must  have 
that  which  is  distinctive  to  it.  The  State  universities  are  distinctive 
in  the  fact  that  they  are  State  universities,  and  appeal  to  State  pride 
and  local  attachment.  Universities  like  Lehigh,  Cornell,  Princeton, 
Johns  Hopkins,  and  others,  each  have  some  special  features  which 
they  stress  as  giving  them  a  claim  to  recognition. 

Sewanee's  uniqueness  consists  in  its  location  and  its  climate. 
It  is  the  only  university  east  of  the  Mississippi  on  a  mountain.  Its 
broad  domain,  its  close  contact  with  nature,  its  superb  climate, 
give  it  exceptional  advantages  as  a  summer  school,  but  none  as 
a  college  with  a  winter  session.  We  think  that  in  making  the 
change  of  term,  the  University  has  thrown  away  its  most  valuable 
natural  asset. 

(2)  It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  notice  that  the  farmers  and  planters 
of  the  South,  who  have  always  been  the  largest  patrons  of  Sewanee, 
are  in  a  better  condition  to-day,  financially,  than  at  any  time  since 
the  war.  They  are,  as  a  class,  able  to  send  their  sons  away  to 
college,  and  hence  the  change  to  a  winter  session  was  made,  we 
believe,  at  an  unfortunate  time,  and  without  regard  to  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  a  large  and  growing  class  whose  patronage  is  most 
desirable. 

(3)  A  careful  canvass  of  our  own  State  reveals  the  fact  that 
the  University  has  within  the  last  three  years  lost  quite  a  number 
of  students,  clue  entirely  to  the  change  of  term,  who  otherwise  would 
have  gone  to  Sewanee.  We  are  prepared  on  demand  to  give  the 
names  and  addresses  of  such  students. 

(4)  We  have  been  reliably  informed  that  when  the  change  was 
made  the  buildings  of  the  University  were  not  in  a  condition  to 
stand  the  rigours  of  a  winter  on  the  mountain,  and  that  the  effort 
to  make  them   comfortable   has   added   considerably  to   the  cost   of 
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maintenance  at  a  time  when  Sewanee  can  ill  afford  the  increased 
expense. 

We  are  aware  that  the  University  may  subject  itself  to  the  charge 
of  vacillation  and  uncertainty  as  to  its  policy,  but  we  believe  that 
any  possible  harm  which  may  result  from  such  criticism  will  be 
more  than  offset  by  a  return  to  former  conditions. 

The  Alumni  of  the  University,  both  here  in  South  Carolina  and, 
so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  discover,  generally  throughout  the 
country,  with  few  exceptions,  deplore  the  change  and  would  be 
glad  to  see  the  old  Sewanee  restored. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  every 
Alumni  Association  of  Sewanee,  with  the  request  that  they  pre- 
pare and  present  to  the  Board  at  its  next  meeting  a  similar  pe- 
tition.

On  motion,  the  memorial  and  its  subject  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  two,  consisting  of  the  Bishops  of 
South  Carolina  and  Mississippi,  to  report  upon. 

The  committee  reported. 

The  Chancellor  took  the  Chair. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne  moved  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing substitute  for  the  resolution  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Memorial  from  South  Carolina,  and  on  a  division  be- 
ing called  for,  it  was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  18  to  n. 

Resolved,  That  after  due  consideration  of  the  memorial  from 
South  Carolina  Alumni,  it  is  deemed  inexpedient  at  this  time  to 
agitate  the  question  of  changing  the  term  of  the  University  of 
the  South  from  the  present  plan  of  a  winter  term  to  a  summer 
term  as  heretofore. 

Committee  on  Degrees  reported : 

Your  Committee  on  Degrees  recommend  the  following  for  hon- 
orary degrees : 
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The  Rt.  Rev.  Francis  Key  Brooke,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Oklahoma,  for 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  ad  eundetn. 

Mr.  Edgar  Gardner  Murphy,  M.A.,  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Civil  Law,  honoris  causa. 

The  recommendations  of  the  committee  were  adopted. 
The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  reported : 

Your  committee  desire  first  to  commend  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  students  in  the  Theological  Department  this  year,  and  the 
general  advance  which  seems  manifest  from  the  reports  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Dean.  Taking  up  the  report  of  the  Dean 
in  detail : 

(i)  Referring  to  the  request  for  a  heating  plant,  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend,  that  owing  to  the  present  financial  con- 
dition of  the  University,  no  action  be  taken  at  this  time  as  to  the 
installation  of  such  plant;  but  we  offer  the  appended  resolution  in 
regard  to  the  Dean's  alternative  request  that  the  University  charge 
the  men  a  fixed  fee  for  heating  to  relieve  the  students  of  the  pres- 
ent burden  of  each  man  providing  his  own  coal. 

Your  committee  accords  with  the  Dean  in  desiring  a  teacher  of 
voice  culture  for  Theological  and  Academic  Departments  and  the 
Academy,  but  not  knowing  the  exact  financial  requirement  for  such 
teacher,  nor  our  ability  to  meet  them,  we  request  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Your  committee  joins  in  the  wish  of  the  Dean  that  we  put  on 
record  the  expression  of  our  gratitude  for  the  organ  placed  in  St. 
Luke's  Memorial  Chapel  by  the  original  donors. 

Your  committee  desires  to  comment  with  appreciation  on  the  con- 
tinuation of  visits  from  the  Bishops  to  the  Department,  although 
this  year,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Bishops  were  giving  a  good 
deal  of  time  to  visiting  one  another's  Dioceses  in  the  interest  of 
Sewanee,  it  was  possible  to  have  but  one  Episcopal  visit  and  course 
of  lectures  here. 

We  join  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Dean  in  requesting  the 
Bishops  to  continue  this  plan.  We  also  commend  the  visits  and 
lectures  of  Priests  in  the  active  work.  Thus  the  students  can  be 
kept  in  touch,  by  Priests  and  Bishops,  with  the  practical  work,  and 
see  in  a  definite  and  concrete  wav,  something  of  the  problems  which 
are  confronting  the  Church,  and  learn  something  of  the  daily 
routine  of  those  who  are  in  the  field. 
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We  are  glad  to  note  the  Dean's  visits  to  other  theological  semi- 
naries in  order  to  study  their  methods. 

Expressing  our  thankfulness  to  God  for  His  past  blessings  and 
invoking  His  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  Theological  Department,  that  it 
may  ever  be  in  our  midst  a  bulwark  for  the  faith  which  was  once 
for  all  delivered  to  the  saints. 

Recommendations  Nos.  I  and  3  were  adopted ;  recom- 
mendation No.  2  was  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as 
follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  University  charge  each  student  of  the  Theo- 
logical Department  a  fixed  fee  per  annum  for  coal ;  amount  and 
other  details  of  such  fee  to  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Dean  of 
said  department. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  question  of  securing  a  teacher  of  voice 
culture  for  the  Theological  and  Academic  Departments  and  the 
Academy  be  referred  to  the   Executive  Committee. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Committee  on  Gifts  be  instructed  to  draw 
up  suitable  resolutions  of  thanks  to  the  donors  of  the  organ  in 
St.  Luke's  Memorial  Chapel. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  apportionments  for  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment made  upon  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  in  union 
with  Sewanee  be  merged  into  the  greater  fund  for  deficit  and  en- 
dowment asked  of  the  Dioceses. 

Pending  discussion,  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi  moved 
that  the  Board  go  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the 
discussion  of  this  question,  with  the  Bishop  of  Florida  in 
the  Chair. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  arose  and  reported  as  fol- 
lows, and  the  report  was  adopted : 

That  the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  of  two,  with  the 
Bishop  of  Atlanta  as  Chairman,  to  consider  and  digest  the 
several   resolutions   on    the   apportionment   of   annuities    to 
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the  Dioceses  and  to  report  tomorrow  at  10  a.m.  The  Chair 
appointed  on  said  committee  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta  and 
Mississippi. 

Adjournment  until  9:30  a.m.  following  day.

The  Chancellor  presiding. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  reported: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  report  which  alluded  to  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  Gray,  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  as 
Chaplain,  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary,  and  Science  Hall,  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  feel  that  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray 
calk  for  a  recognition  and  appreciation  of  the  inestimable  services 
which  he  rendered  to  this  University.  His  heart  was  in  his  work, 
for  he  spared  neither  strength  nor  time,  neither  did  he  withhold 
his  hand,  whenever  he  saw  opportunity  to  further  the  needs  and 
welfare  of  the  University  of  the  South.  He  counted  no  sacrifice 
too  great  to  be  made  for  Sewanee.  To  his  untiring  zeal  and  un- 
stinted generosity  we  owe  many  improvements  for  which  we  had 
long  waited  with  deferred  hope.  Supplementing  the  labor  of  others, 
we  owe  to  him  the  putting  of  the  University  Chapel  in  condition 
to  be  irsed  for  public  worship.  We  cannot  enumerate  all  he  did, 
for  we  cannot  exhaust  his  many  deeds  and  splendid  services.  Great- 
er than  his  gifts  was  the  contribution  of  his  rare  and  uplifting 
influence.  He  was  the  sort  of  man  who  kept  our  faith  in  men. 
What  he  did  for  Sewanee  is  not  written  in  iron  and  stone,  but 
graven  deep  in  our  hearts,  where  we  hold  him  in  lasting  affection. 
We  would  put  011  record  our  grateful  appreciation  for  his  many 
efforts  to  advance  the  highest  interests  of  the  University  he  so 
dearly  loved. 

On  February  20  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  was  appointed  Chaplain 
of  the  University.  By  the  earnest  manner  in  which  Mr.  Tyson  has 
thrown  himself  into  his  work,  and  by  the  hold  which  he  has  on  the

student  body,  he  has  more  than  justified  his  appointment.  We  feel 
that  the  responsible  position  as  Chaplain  will  be  upheld  in  keeping 
with  the  splendid  traditions  which  have  exalted  this  office  as  one 
of  the  highest  trust  and  honor. 

To  the  C'haplain  of  the  University,  the  ladies  of  the  Civic  League, 
and  to  the  student  body,  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  most  justly 
due,  for  the  notable  improvements  on  the  Chapel  and  on  the  Chapel 
grounds.  The  gifts  and  betterments  of  the  Chapel  amount  to  $1,529, 
while  the  surprising  transformation  of  the  Chapel  grounds  has  b>een 
accomplished  at  the  increditably  low  expenditure  of  only  $1,510. 

Your  committee  note  with  pleasure  the  bright  prospect  for  the 
probable  erection  of  Science  Hall  in  the  near  future,  hoping  that  no 
further  delays  may  occur  to  postpone  this  project.  We  heartily 
approve  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  action  in  regard  to  Science  Hall. 
We  recommend  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  that  the  attention  of  Mr. 
Carnegie  be  called  especially  to  the  very  serious  matter  of  lire  risk 
which  has  in  part  occasioned  the  delay  both  in  the  acceptance  of 
plans  and  the  erection  of  the  buildings. 

Emerald  Hospital. — The  Hospital  is  operated  under  the  joint  con- 
trol of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  and  the  University  of  the  South. 
Through  a  friend  of  the  Diocese,  $10,000  was  expended  in  building 
the  operating  room  and  remodeling  the  old  building.  Shortly  after 
this  expenditure,  the  same  friend  of  the  Diocese  contributed  $15,000 
to  the  Diocese  as  an  endowment  to  this  Hospital.  Mr.  Geo.  C. 
Thomas  gave  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  $2,500  as  an  endowment 
for  the  hospital.  The  Rev.  Churchill  Eastin  raised  $1,000  for  the 
endowment,  which  is  the  property  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  and 
whose  interest  is  for  the  support  of  the  hospital.  When  the  hos- 
pital burned  last  February,  Mr.  Claiborne  asked  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  put  aside  the  $16,000  insurance  as  permanent  endowment 
for  the  hospital,  which  should  be  the  property  of  the  University  of 
the  South,  and  that  the  same  individual  who  had  already  given  to 
the  hospital  $25,000,  as  reported  above,  be  allowed  to  contribute 
sufficient  amount  to  rebuild,  and  that  the  hospital  should  be  named 
"Emerald  Memorial,"  to  meet  the  request  of  a  friend  of  the  Dio- 
cese who  had  contributed  so  much  to  the  hospital,  and  that  the 
$16,000  from  insurance  should  be  known  as  the  "Hodgson  Me- 
morial Endowment."  On  these  terms  the  friend  in  question  gave 
Mr.  Claiborne  $11,000  with  a  promise  to  do  more  next  year.  Mr. 
Claiborne  raised  in  all  for  the  rebuilding  of  Emerald  Memorial  Hos- 
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pital  $12,628.60.  The  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  raised  through  an  ap- 
peal in  the  Living  Church  $2,261.14,  making  a  total  in  the  hands  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor  $14,889.74.  All  of  this  money  was  given  on 
account  of  the  interest  in  the  mission  work  around  Sewanee,  but 
the  contributors,  we  are  told,  understand  that  this  hospital  is  under 
the  joint  control  of  those  who  are  in  charge  of  the  mountain  mis- 
sion work  at  Sewanee  and  the  University  authorities.  We  urge  the 
Board  to  instruct  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  erect  this  hospital  at  once. 

Report  adopted. 
On  motion : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to  send 
to  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  a  copy  of  that  portion  of  the  report  referring 
to  him. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  send  to  Rev.  Churchill 
Eastin  the  thanks  of  the  Board  for  his  assistance  in  the  matter  of 
hospital   endowment. 

Committee  on  Diocesan  Annuities  reported  as  follows. 
Resolutions  appended  to  the  report  were  adopted : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  regards 
with  satisfaction  the  interest  elicited  by  the  appeal  put  forth  in 
1910  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Board,  and  the  consequent  efforts  to 
meet  the  annual  deficit  and  to  provide  additional  endowment.  From 
the  results  of  the  experiments  within  the  year  of  exchanges  by  the 
Bishops  in  the  interest  of  Sewanee  and  the  extensive  adoption  of 
the  Nelson  plan  of  endowment,  or  immediate  annuities,  we  are  en- 
couraged to  believe  that  the  acceptance  and  practice  of  this  plan, 
in  all  the  twenty-one  affiliated  Dioceses,  will  shortly  produce  a  con- 
dition of  ease  and  safety  in  the  financial  administration,  will  an- 
ticipate the  annually  recurring  deficit,  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  additional  professors. 

The  Board  is  most  urgently  desirous  that  these  methods  be  con- 
tinued until  no  one  of  our  Dioceses  fails  of  realization  of  our 
splendid  possessions  or  in  taking  a  full  share  of  the  common  re- 
sponsibility; therefore  be  it 

Resolved  (1)  That  the  Diocesan  Trustees  of  this  Board  are  in- 
structed  to    carry   back    from    this    Board    to   their    respective    Dio- 
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ceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  the  special  plea  and  request  that 
they  accept  as  their  share  of  the  annuity  for  the  support  of  the 
University  of  the  South  the  proportionate  sums  listed  in  the  cir- 
cular of  the  Commissioners  of  Endowment,  February  27,  191 1, 
known  as  the  Nelson  Plan,  with  a  view  of  ultimately  raising  a 
sufficient  endowment,  it  being  understood  that  the  annuity  asked 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  each  Diocese,  include  the  apportionment 
heretofore  made  for  the  Theological  Department. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary 
Jurisdictions  affiliated  in  the  University  of  the  South,  be  requested 
to  continue  the  plan  inaugurated  last  year,  of  exchanges  among 
themselves  in  the  interest  and  behalf  of  Sewanee. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  and  is  in- 
structed to  communicate  this  action,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  plan,  to  each  of  the  Episcopal  members  of  the  Board,  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Endowment,  and  to  the  President  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Alumni,  (1)  as  the  Board's  approval  and  adoption  of  the 
Nelson  Plan,  and  (2)  as  a  means  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  all 
the  Bishops,  the  Diocesan  Trustees,  and  the  Alumni. 

Committee  on  University  Extension  reported.  Resolu- 
tions were  adopted : 

Your  committee  has  read  with  pleasure  the  encouraging  report  of 
the  Director  of  the  University  Extension  Course,  and  desires  to 
express  their  cordial  appreciation  of  the  work  of  this  department, 
in  extending  the  influence  and  reputation  of  the  University  through- 
out the  country  by  lecture  courses  given  in  the  large  centers  of 
population  in  the  South,  East  and  Middle  West. 

Mr.  Guthrie  has  been  able  to  secure  the  services  of  some  of  the 
ablest  and  most  distinguished  lecturers  and  men  of  letters  in  the 
country,  to  assist  him  in  his  work.  These  men  have  given  their 
services  in  most  instances  for  their  traveling  expenses  and  en- 
tertainment while  on  the  mountain.  The  residents  of  Sewanee 
during  the  summer  vacation  and  visitors  to  the  mountain  are  under 
many  obligations  to  the  Director  of  this  department  for  the  benefit 
which  they  have  received  from  the  summer  extension  course,  and 
we  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this  department  may  de- 
velop into  a  regular  summer  school,  giving  courses  which  may  be 
accepted   by   the    Faculty   of  the  University   as   equivalent   of   work

done  in  the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  It  seems  to  your 
committee  that  without  interfering  in  any  way  with  the  work  of 
University  Extension  under  Mr.  Guthrie,  that  the  University  might 
arrange  to  secure  the  services  of  many  of  the  lecturers  as  regular 
professors  giving  courses  of  instruction  during  the  summer  which 
could  be  credited  on  the  regular  B.  A.  degree  course. 

In  this  way  Sewanee  might  eventually  work  up  to  a  continuous 
session  as  is  done  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  other  leading 
institutions. 

If  such  an  arrangement  could  be  affected  without  involving  the 
University  in  too  great  financial  expense,  we  think  it  would  be  a 
move  in  the  right  direction  and  would  go  far  toward  satisfying  the 
wishes  and  meeting  the  educational  needs  of  those  who  desire  to 
send  their  sons  to  a  school  with  a  summer  session. 

Such  a  provision  would  also  have  the  additional  advantatge  of 
enabling  older  students  and  men  entering  the  University  late  in 
life  of  shortening  their  Academic  course  by  one  year,  and  taking 
the  full  B.A.  degree  in  three  years  instead  of  four  years. 

Having  in  view  these  possible  developments  of  the  University 
Extension  Course,  we  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  be  requested  to  take  under  consideration  the  advisability  and 
feasibility  of  establishing  such  a  summer  school  in  connection  with 
the  Department  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  report  back  to  this  Board 
in   191 2. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Director  of  the  Uni- 
versity Extension  Course,  and  the  Dean  of  the  college  be  em- 
powered to  invite  and  employ,  without  additional  cost  to  the  Uni- 
versity, those  who  are  to  deliver  courses  in  the  Department,  and  to 
publish  their  names  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  University  Extension. 

On  motion,  the  following-  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department 
be  requested  to  examine  the  courses  for  degrees  and  report  to  this 
Board  whether  the  old  Ordinance  of  the  University,  requiring  a 
diploma  in  the  School  of  Moral  Science  and  the  Evidences  of  Chris- 
tianity for  all  degrees  is  being  duly  observed. 
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Resolved  (2),  That,  if  the  committee  finds  that  the  observance 
of  this  rule  is  not  enforced,  it  shall  report  to  this  Board  an  Ordi- 
nance in  proper  form  making  the  diploma  in  the  School  of  Moral 
Science  and  Evidences  of  Christianity  an  indispensable  requisite  for 
every  degree. 

The  order  of  the  clay  was  called  for,  being  the  considera- 
tion of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  IV  of  the  Con- 
stitution, which  was  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  and  awaits 
final  action  at  this. 

On  motion  to  adopt,  the  Chair  called  the  Bishop  of  At- 
lanta to  the.  Chair,  and  spoke  to  the  subject. 

Mr.  Harrison  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
lost : 

Resolved,  That  the  pending  amendment  to  the  Constitution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  with  di- 
rection to  report  an  Ordinance  containing  its  provisions  and  provid- 
ing that  three  members  of  the  proposed  Board  of  Regents  need  not 
be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Chancellor  resumed  the  Chair. 

The  amendment  was  placed  upon  its  passage,  and  carried 
by  a  majority  vote,  a  quorum  being  present.

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  reported  for  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee;  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  report  were  acted 
upon  and  passed  seriatim,  and  the  report  was  then  adopted 
as  a  whole,  as  follows : 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  12,  igir. 

The  Committee  met.  Present:  The  Chancellor,  the  Bishops  of 
Florida,  Atlanta  and  Georgia;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis,  McQueen 
and  Wright ;  Messrs.  Gale,  Harrison  and  Leigh.  The  sub-committee 
consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  and  Mr. 
Leigh,  appointed  at  an  informal  meeting  held  Saturday  evening  the 
10th  inst.,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  with  in- 
structions to  the  Secretary  to  present  the  same  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  its  action: 

Resolutions  Regarding  Woman's  College 
Whereas,  We  are  informed  by  correspondence  with  Miss  Laura 
Drake  Gill,  D.C.L.,  that  she  is  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a 
Woman's  College  in  the  South,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  there  is  a  need  for 
the  establishment  of  such  a  college  for  the  higher  education  of  wom- 
en in  the  South,  and 

Whereas,  The  establishment  of  such  a  college  in  affiliation  with 
the  University  of  the  South  would  meet  the  above  need,  and  such 
affiliation  would  be  of  great  mutual  benefit  to  the  proposed  college 
and  to  the  University  in  the  increased  educational  advantages  of- 
fered by  both  institutions,  and 

Whereas,  The  University  of  the  South  possesses  abundant  lands 
and  a  location  specially  suitable  for  such  a  college  and  easily  ac- 
cessible to  all  portions  of  the  South,  now  therefore  be  and  it  is 
hereby 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  South  hereby  extends  to  Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill,  D.C.L.,  an  in- 
vitation to  take  steps  for  the  foundation  of  a  woman's  college 
to  be  affiliated  with  the  University; 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  University  of  the  South  will  furnish  all 
needed  lands  for  the  establishment  of  the  same,  on  the  following 
conditions : 

First.  That  such  institution  shall  be  a  separate  and  independent 
corporation  with  its  own  Board  of  Trustees  or  governing  body, 
and  that  the  proposed  institution  and  the  University  of  the  South 
shall  be  financially  independent  of  each  other. 
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Second.  That  the  relations  between  the  two  corporations  shall 
be  determined  by  contract,  and  that  such  contract  may  be  termi- 
nated upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  respective 
corporations. 

Third.  That  all  degrees  of  the  Woman's  College  shall  be  con- 
ferred by  the  University  of  the  South  in  accordance  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances  of  the  University  pertaining  to  its  de- 
grees as  the  same  now  exist,  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted. 

Fourth.  That  the  College  shall  be  placed  within  reasonable  dis- 
tance of  the  University  and  upon  ground  which  shall  be  properly 
conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  College  by  the  University  of  the 
South,  and  that  the  establishment  of  the  College  shall  begin  rs 
soon  as  practicable  after  a  sum  of  money  shall  be  in  hand  sufficient 
in  the  judgment  of  its  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
University  to  justify  its  successful  operation,  it  being  understood 
that  the  amount  of  $2,500,000  is  desirable  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved  (3),  That  the  Board  of  Regents  be,  and  it  is  hereby 
instructed,  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  carry  out  the  above  reso- 
lutions. Stewart  McQueen,  Secretary. 

The  Committee'  on  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  re- 
ported, and  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  report  were 
adopted  seriatim,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Your  committee  has  taken  under  careful  and  laborious  consider- 
ation the  status  and  needs,  the  requirements  and  prospects  of  the 
Academy  as  presented  through  the  reports  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  of  the  Head-Master,  and  as  observed  by  our  committee  visiting 
and  inspecting  the  property. 

It  affords  your  committee  the  greatest  pleasure  and  satisfaction 
to  note  the  stimulus  and  encouragement  supplied  in  the  new  ad- 
ministration and  corps  of  instructors,  and  to  express  our  admira- 
tion of  the  consecrated  service  of  the  Head-Master,  his  reassurance 
of  the  patronage  of  the  Academy,  and  we  are  cheered  by  the  pros- 
pects of  the  coining  year.  The  committee  is  painfully  aware  of  the 
deficiencies  in  equipment  and  supply  for  the  Academy,  but  is  of 
opinion  that  in  many  things  a  remedy  may  be  and  will  be  provided 
by  further  consultation  and  co-operation  between  the  Head-Master 
and  the  Vice-Chancellor. 
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Many  difficult  problems  were  inherited  by  our  present  Head- 
Master,  and  the  time  has  been  short  for  reform  and  amendment, 
but  much  has  been  accomplished  and  more  is  sure  to  be  effected 
under  the  vigorous  and  unremitting  attention  of  Mr.  Spearing. 

We  cannot  but  feel  that  the  obligations  and  responsibilities  which 
he  has  so  generously  accepted  are  too  great  and  large  to  be  borne 
by  any  one  man,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  adjustment  should  be 
made  by  the  Head-Master  with  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
for  the  transfer  of  a  large  part  of  his  disciplinary  features  and 
specific  details  to  one  of  the  masters,  and  thus  relieve  the  Head- 
Master  for  his  most  important  and  exacting  duties. 

We  find  that  the  income  of  the  Academy  will  just  about  balance 
the  expenses  of  maintenance  of  the  past  year,  not  including  any 
part  of  fixed  charges  properly  returnable  to  the  general  corpora- 
tion (salaries  of  officers,  $1,597;  interest  on  notes  and  bonds  and 
proportion  of  insurance,  $265).  There  is  no  apparent  surplus,  but 
the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  since  1908  there  is  no  deficit,  is 
exceedingly  encouraging. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  state  that  the  Academy  is  not  support- 
ing the  University  (as  is  rumored),  but  is  for  the  first  time  in 
three  years  meeting  all  its  separate  obligations.  Your  committee 
is  convinced  of  the  propriety  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  applying 
any  surplus  income  to  additional  buildings  and  equipment. 

Order  on  this  part  having  been  taken  last  year,  we  simply  re- 
iterate our  expression  of  its  importance. 

We  offer  for  your  adoption  the  following  recommendations : 

Resolved  (1),  That  a  complete  system  of  fire  protection,  a 
proper  tank  with  hose  and  fire  extinguishers,  be  installed  in  Quin- 
tard   Hall  before  the  opening  of  the  next  school   year. 

Rseloved  (2),  That  the  Head-Master,  with  proper  assistance, 
be  urged  to  perfect  and  strengthen  the  discipline  of  the  Academy, 
especially  with  reference  to  absenteeism  from  quarters  and  grounds, 
and   from  Chapel  attendance  on  Sunday. 

Resolved  (3),  That  provision  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  for 
the  establishment  of  a  commercial  and  scientific  course  in  the 
Sewanee   Military  Academy. 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  commencement  of  the  S.  M.  A.  be  fixed 
at  the  close  of  their  school  year,  without  reference  to  the  Uni- 
versity commencement. 
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Resolved  (5),  That  the  class  rooms  be  so  repaired  as  to  make 
them  comfortable  for  the  coming  year,  and  that  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor be  requested  to  erect  a  suitable  permanent  building  with  the 
first  funds  that  come  into  his  hands  which  can  be  used  for  that 
purpose ;  and  we  urge  that  the  friends  of  the  University  be  in- 
formed of  the  great  need  of  this  building,  and  be  asked  to  con- 
tribute sufficient  money  to  carry  out  this  improvement  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Resolved  (6),  That  these  recommendations,  as  adopted,  be  trans- 
mitted by  our  Secretary  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  to  the  Head- 
Master. 

The  committee  on  Nominations  reported,  making  sundry 
nominations  of  officers  and  professors,  and  also  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  nomination  of  officers  and  professors  was  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  action  looking  to  the 
election  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  was  taken. 

Pending  discussion,  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  was  called  to 
the  Chair,  and  the  Chancellor  spoke  to  the  subject. 

The  Chancellor  resumed  the  Chair. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  Regents  was  deferred. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  the  action  taken  at  the 
morning  session,  adopting  the  amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution, was  reconsidered. 

Mr.  Harrison  moved  that  the  proposed  amendment  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances, 
with  instructions  to  report  back  an  Ordinance  and  a  Consti- 
tutional amendment,  embodying  the  principles  laid  down 
in  the  proposed  amendments.     Carried. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  offered  the  following  resolution, 
suggested  by  the  Chair  as  an  Ordinance,  and  it  was  car- 
ried : 

Board  of  Regents. 

The  Board  of  Regents  provided  for  in  the  Constitution  shall 
be  elected  so  as  to  conform  to  the  principle  expressed  in  the  Con- 
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stitution  ;  and,  therefore,  at  the  first  organization  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  four  members  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  four  for  two 
years,  and  four  for  three  years. 

The  following  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee 
were  elected  unanimously,  to  serve  for  three  years,  the 
Secretary  being  ordered  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  members 
of  the  committee :  W.  D.  Gale,  Paul  Roberts,  and  Luke  Lea, 
all  of  Nashville,  Tenn. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Claiborne,  a  committee  of  three, 
consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  Mr.  W.  S.  Clai- 
borne and  Mr.  W.  W.  Hampton,  were  appointed  to  con- 
sider certain  resolutions. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  reported.  Reso- 
lutions appended  thereto  were  adopted. 

You  will  recall  that  last  year  the  sum  of  $550  was  asked  of  this 
Board  for  the  purpose  of  installing  septic  tanks  at  the  Hoffman 
Hall,  Walsh  Memorial  and  Quintard  Hall. 

We  are  informed  that  a  large  portion  of  this  sum  has  been 
paid  in  and  is  now  in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  hands. 

In  his  report  to  the  Board,  the  Vice-Chancellor  states  that  he 
was  unable  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  for  the 
reason  that  the  amount  subscribed  was  inadequate,  and  the  meth- 
od proposed  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  was  unscientific  and 
unsatisfactory. 

While,  however,  it  has  been  impossible  for  him  and  the  health 
officer  to  install  the  septic  tanks  called  for,  yet  we  note  with  ap- 
proval his  statement  that  during  the  coming  summer  he  will  in- 
stall a  tank  and  nitrification  bed  below  the  old  Hodgson  pond, 
which  will  have  a  capacity  for  taking  care  of  the  sewage  from 
250  persons.  It  is  proposed  to  extend  this  system  so  as  to  in- 
clude all  that  portion  of  the  village  of  Sewanee  having  water 
facilities. 

In  the  meantime,  the  health  officer  reports  that  the  cess  pool 
is  the  only  system  of  sewerage  now  in  use,  and  that  many  of  these 
cess  pools  have  caved  in  and  have  become  a  grave  public  nuisance. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  health  officer  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  be   requested  to  repair   such,  cess  pools   as  are  in   need 
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of  immediate  repair  and  to  remove  as  far  as  possible  the  menace 
which  they  may  become  to  public  health  until  a  better  system 
can  be  installed. 

We  beg  to  report  that  the  Water  Works  Co.  has  acted  upon 
our  request  made  last  year  to  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  old  reservoir  and  have  now  under  construction  a  new  reser- 
voir, quarried  out  of  the  solid  rock,  which  will  eliminate  all  danger 
of  water  infection  and  at  the  same  time  increase  the  water  supply. 

The  Health  Officer  reports  that  the  kitchen  floor  of  the  S.  M.  A. 
is  in  bad  repair,  and  that  a  more  sanitary  floor  is  very  much  needed. 
Your  committee  therefore  moves  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Head-Master  of  the  S.  M.  A.  be  and 
is  hereby  authorized  to  make  such  necessary  improvements  and 
changes  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
the  students  under  his  care. 

It  is  with  regret  and  feelings  of  profound  sorrow  and  sympathy 
for  the  family  and  friends  of  the  deceased  that  we  have  to  report 
the  death  of  two  students  of  the  University  during  the  past  year — 
Mr.  H.  N.  Stanley,  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  Cadet  M. 
Jones-Williams,  of  the  S.  M.  A. 

The  fact  that  our  Health  Officer  reports  five  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  in  one  year,  three  cadets  and  two  residents  of  the  moun- 
tain, at  first  sight  sounds  alarming.  But  upon  careful  investiga- 
tion by  the  authorities,  based  upon  an  examination  of  water  and 
milk  supply  by  a  competent  bacteriologist,  it  appears  that  no 
disease  producing  organisms  were  found  and  that  the  source  of 
the  disease  must  be  sought  for  away  from  Sewanee.  While  this 
information  of  the  Health  Officer  is  reassuring,  yet  the  presence 
in  our  midst  of  five  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  one  year  is  cause  for 
apprehension  and  serves  to  call  attention  to  the  need  of  increased 
vigilance  and  care  on  the  part  of  authorities  of  the  University  and 
residents  on  the  mountain  to  take  all  possible  precaution  to  pre- 
vent contamination  of  the  water  supply  and  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease. We  feel  that  too  great  care  cannot  be  exercised  in  this 
matter.  We  believe  that  a  modern  and  thoroughly  hygienic  sew- 
erage system  is  an  urgent  and  immediate  necessity,  and  we  hope 
that  this  Board,  either  as  a  body  or  as  individuals,  may  take 
steps  to  facilitate  the  work  already  undertaken  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor and  the  Health  Officer. 
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The  Bishop  of  Florida  was  called  to  the  Chair. 
The   Committee  on   Thanks   for   Gifts   reported,  and   ap- 
pended resolution  was  adopted :

The  Chair  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop  of 
Georgia,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Claiborne,  and  Mr.  J.  Swinton  Wha- 
ley  a?  a  committee  to  meet  with  certain  physicians  from 
Chattanooga  relative  to  a  Medical  Department. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  reported  the  following 
nominations  as  members  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and 
they  were  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee:  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Benedict,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Spearing,  Professor  Hulli- 
hen,  Professor  McBryde,  and  the  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson. 

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  special  com- 
mittee to  consider  certain  resolutions  submitted  by  Mr.  Clai- 
borne, as  follows : 

Your  committee  to  which  were  referred  two  memorials,  the  one 
upon  Practical  Instruction  upon  the  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Wor- 
ship of  the  Church,  the  other  upon  such  additional  courses  of  in- 
struction as  tit  young 'men  for  commercial  and  business  life  in  all 
its   departments,   respectfully   report  this  minute: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  receives  with  cordial  welcome  the  me- 
morials and  expresses  its  accord  with  the  purposes  therein  con- 
tained. 

The  University  of  the  South  has  declared,  through  printed  ex- 
pressions of  purpose  as  well  as  through  the  acts  of  its  corporate 
life,  its  ideal  as  the  patron  of  religion,  of  arts,  of  knowledge,  spir- 
itual and  material,  and  its  ultimate  aim  to  furnish  instruction  upon 
every  department  of  knowledge,  and  to  fit  young  men  for  every 
avenue  of  activity.  The  memorialists  may  rest  assured  that  so 
soon  as  sufficient  endowment  is  secured,  the  University  will  es- 
tablish schools  of  practical  religious  knowledge,  of  business,  of 
mechanics,  of  technology  and  practical  economics  in  all  branches. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  the  Memorials  read  as  fol- 
lows : 
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In  view  of  the  interest  everywhere  throughout  the  Church  in  secur- 
ing a  better  standard  of  instruction  in  the  tenets  and  principles  of 
Churchmanship,  it  is  especially  necessary  that  Church  educational  in- 
stitutions shall  provide  for  their  students  such  practical  instruction  of 
a  religious  character  that  when  they  reach  adult  life  they  may  be  able 
to  be  Churchmen  in  deed  as  well  as  in  name.  The  students  at  a 
Church  University  are  not  expected  to  become  trained  and  expert  theo- 
logians, but  they  should  be  expected  to  know  as  much  about  the  doc- 
trine, discipline  and  worship  of  the  communion  to  which  they  belong, 
as  they  do  about  English  Literature,  History  and  linguistic  studies. 
Such  knowledge  cannot  be  obtained  in  a  haphazard  way,  nor  can  it 
be  secured  by  pronouncements,  exhortations  or  expositions  from  the 
pulpit,  no  matter  how  able  the  preacher  may  be.  Every  large  parish 
in  the  country  is  moving  in  the  direction  of  a  stricter  preparation  of 
its  members  for  the  duty  of  Churchmanship  along  the  well  ascertained 
lines  of  pedagogic  science.  Oftentimes  the  student  in  a  Church  in- 
stitution leaves  it  after  graduation  in  far  more  ignorance  of  the  tenets 
and  principles  of  the  Church  than  a  boy  or  girl  of  fourteen  or  fifteen 
who  has  had  the  advantage  of  attending  a  Sunday  School  in  a -large 
city  parish  that  is  conducted  according  to  modern  educational  models. 
The  advantage  of  this  advanced  Sunday  School  work  in  religious  in- 
struction should  now  be  opened  to  the  students  of  a  Christian  College. 
It  can  only  be  secured  if  special  provision  is  made  for  it.  The  ordinary 
student  cannot  be  obliged  to  attend  lectures  in  the  Theological  De- 
partment; the  form  of  his  instruction  must  take  a  more  popular  shape. 
Some  man  of  experience  in  modern  Sunday  School  work,  whether 
clerical  or  lay,  would  naturally  be  looked  to,  to  provide  this  kind  of 
training.  At  Sewanee  such  work  must  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chaplain,  but  the  Chaplain  himself  cannot  be  expected  to  do  it.  It  is 
therefore  desirable  that  a  lectureship  shall  be  established,  to  be  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chaplain,  to  be  held  by  a  man  of  tried  experi- 
ence in  religious  pedagogics,  under  whom  popular  instruction  in  the 
doctrine,  discipline,  history,  and  worship  of  the  Church  may  be  given 
to  the  whole  student-body. 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  enlarge  successfully  the  work  of  the 
Endowment  Commission,  it  is  necessary  to  formulate  the  appeal  of 
the  University  of  the  South  by  putting  it  in  such  a  form  that  it  will  be 
understood  by  the  section  of  the  country  in  which  Sewanee  is  situated, 
and  which  will  also  enable  Sewanee  to  secure  the  support  of  other 
sections  of  the  country  which  are  directly  interested  in  the  upbuilding 
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and  development  of  the  New  South.  A  statistical  examination  of  the 
records  of  the  leading  universities  and  colleges  in  the  South  shows 
that  the  number  of  students  attending  them,  who  are  pursuing  human- 
istic courses,  is  small  and  is  not  likely  soon  to  increase.  Seeing  that 
the  training  at  Sewanee  is  now  concentrated  almost  exclusively  along 
humanistic  lines,  it  is  obvious  that  in  order  to  provide  for  the  expansion 
of  the  University,  both  as  regards  number  of  students  and  in  the 
matter  of  providing  an  increased  endowment,  immediate  steps  must 
be  taken  to  create  at  Sewanee  an  educational  centre  which  will  meet 
the  recognized  interests  of  the  Southern  States  at  the  present  time- 
The  natural  resources  of  these  states  are  enormous,  and  it  may  be 
expected  for  a  generation  or  more  that  their  population  will  devote 
themselves  to  the  kind  of  intensive  development  of  their  own  re- 
sources which  will  bring  the  land  of  the  South  to  the  same  stage  of 
industrial  prosperity  and  financial  stability  as  that  already  attained  by 
other  long-settled  port-ions  of  the  United  States.  Broader  educational 
ideas  are  needed  to  meet  the  situation  here  outlined.  It  is  coming  to 
be  seen  that  humanistic  culture  cannot  be  maintained  in  isolation  from 
other  fields  of  higher  education.  The  specific  pedagogical  traditions 
of  Sewanee  will  themselves  secure  a  wider  influence  if  they  are  asso- 
ciated with  courses  of  study  of  a  more  practical  character.  It  is 
useless  to  go  before  the  country  and  expect  to  raise  large  sums  of 
money  to  endow  an  institution  whose  reputation  rests  almost  ex- 
clusively upon  its  achievements  in  literature,  and  which  is  popularly 
known  as  the  seat  of  a  training  school  of  the  ministry  of  the  Church. 
Before  the  second  stage  of  the  endowment  campaign  is  opened,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  are  urged  to  place  themselves  on  record  as  de- 
manding an  increased  endowment  on  the  ground  that  they  are  going 
to  make  Sewanee  into  a  place  of  increased  and  enlarged  opportunities 
for  study,  and  that  they  intend  that  these  opportunities  shall  be  open 
to  and  shall  attract  the  ordinary  citizen  of  the  Southern  States,  the 
young  men  who  desire  to  use  their  talents  for  the  purpose  of  the 
material  advancement  of  the  community  to  which  they  belong.  This 
general  principle  must  be  incorporated  into  a  distinct  programme 
of  a  plain  and  tangible  character,  a  programme,  in  other  words,  by 
which  the  Trustees  pledge  themselves  without  delay  to  use  moneys 
obtained  for  endowment  purposes  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  properlv  equipped  technical  course,  including  all  those  branches 
of  study  given  by  reputable  technical  institutions,  and  also  that  they 
intend  to  provide  a  department  for  business  training  and  praciical 
economics,  where  the  young  man  who  looks  forward  to  a  commercial 
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career  can  secure  the  kind  of  instruction  which  is  now  being  recognized 
in  the  countries  of  the  civilized  world  as  the  best  preparation  for  such 
a  career. 

The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Mis- 
sissippi, were  voted  on  separately,  and  adopted  by  the 
Board : 

Resolved,  That  $125  be  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer 
of  the  University  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  for  his  services 
at  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor. 

Resolved,  That  200  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board  be 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  be  appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  Secretary's 
Minutes,  and  to  designate  what  portions  thereof  shall  be  printed. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  and  are 
hereby  extended  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  other  officers  of  the 
University,  and  to  the  residents  of  Sewanee,  for  their  gracious 
hospitality  shown  to  the  members  of  the  Board  during  this  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  designate  some 
member  of  the  Board  tc  append,  in  the  event  of  his  absence,  his 
signature  to  the  Minutes. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  reported : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  whom  was 
referred  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  with  direc- 
tion to  report  an  ordinance  and  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion containing  like  provisions  and  including  the  provisions  con- 
tained in  the  pending  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  respectfully 
report  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  attached  resolutions  : 

Ordinance. 

Resolved,  That  Ordinance  II  be  repealed  and  stricken,  and  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following  be  inserted  : 
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II.  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  i.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents, 
three  of  whom  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
consisting  of  three  Bishops,  three  Presbyters,  and  six  Laymen. 
The  Chancellor  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  and  its  chairman.  At  the  first  election  of  said  Board,  one 
Bishop,  one  Presbyter,  and  two  Laymen  shall  be  elected  for  one 
year,  a  like  number  for  two  years,  and  a  like  number  for  three 
years.

ed by  a  unanimous  vote,  a  constitutional  quorum  being 
present :

On  motion  to  adopt  being  made,  the  Article  was  taken 
up  section  by  section,  and  voted  on,  each  section  was  sep- 
arately adopted  by  a  rising  vote  and  by  a  constitutional  ma- 
jority, there  being  no  dissenting  vote.  The  Article  as  a 
whole  was  then  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote,  to  await  final 
action  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  the  Board  reconsidered  its 
action  in  electing  an  Endowment  Committee,  and  on  fur- 
ther motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  the  appointment  of  members 
of  the  Endowment  Committee  was  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Regents. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resohed,  That  the  Ordinances,  Resolutions,  r.r.J.  Rules  of  Or- 
der be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "Executive  Committee" 
wherever  they  occur,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"Board  of  Regents." 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote,  a  con- 
stitutional quorum  being  present. 
Recess  for  thirty  minutes.

The  Ordinance  was  amended  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quest of  the  Board  of  Regents  by  unanimous  vote,  a  con- 
stitutional quorum  being  present.

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Registrar  be  in- 
structed to  print  in  the  catalogue  and  other  publications  of  the 
University,  where  the  names  of  the  Trustees  now  appear,  only  the 
names  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  that  the  names  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  be  printed  in  the  Record  of  Proceedings  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Gale  reported  for  the  Endowment  Committee,  and 
the  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents.    (See  Appendix  IV.) 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reported : 

The  Finance  Committee  report  that  they  have  had  before  them 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of  a  statement 
from  an  expert  accountant,  have  carefully  examined  his  accounts 
and  books,  as  far  as  the  time  at  our  disposal  would  permit,  and  we 
find  that  the  books  are  in  accord  with  the  accounts  rendered,  and 
so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  check  them,  expenditures  are  sup- 
ported by  proper  vouchers.  We  are  informed  by  the  Treasurer 
that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  his  books  will  be  audited  by  an 
expert  accountant,  and  we  recommend  that  the  certificate  of  the 
said  accountant  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board,  as 
an  appendix  to  this  report. 

We  desire  to  record  the  satisfaction  of  your  committee  in  ob- 
serving the  excellent  business  methods  and  accuracy  of  the  Treas- 
urer in  keeping  the  books  and  all  papers  in  his  office. 

Your  committee  has  also  had  before  them  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  Manager  of  the  Supply  Store. 
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We  have  examined  the  statement  made  by  Allen  B.  Fisher,  pub- 
lic accountant  and  auditor  of  the  said  statement,  and  assume  it  to 
be  correct,  having  visited  the  Supply  Store,  interviewed  its  Man- 
ager and  bookkeeper  and  verified  as  far  as  we  could  Mr.  Fisher's 
statement. 

We  suggest  that  the  statement  be  filed  for  reference  and  com- 
parison next  year,  and  that  all  statements  for  succeeding  years  be 
preserved  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  statement  shows  a  capital  stock  of  $17,500,  but  in  fact  we 
find  this  sum  to  be  simply  a  loan  to  the  Supply  Store  by  the  Uni- 
versity, on  which  is  paid  annually  six  per  cent  interest. 

In  addition  to  this  interest  item,  the  store  has  paid  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  year  1910  a  dividend  of  $2,088.97,  which,  together 
with  the  interest  item,  shows  an  earning  of  about  18  per  cent  on 
the  amount  loaned  the  store  by  the  University.  This  is  a  very 
handsome  profit  from  a  percentage  standpoint,  but  we  respectfully 
make  the  suggestion  that  the  volume  of  business  might  be  in- 
creased without  much  increase  in  the  fixed  expense,  and  thereby 
add  to  the  total  profits  of  the  store. 

For  example,  it  occurs  to  us  that  a  haberdasher  department 
might  be  added  and  perhaps  boots  and  shoes,  winch  might  yield 
a  good  profit  on  the  investment. 

It  further  occurs  to  us  that  the  store  might  increase  its  useful- 
ness as  well  as  profit  by  being  made  a  general  purchasing  agent 
for  various  departments  of  the  University.  The  store  would  then 
be  able  to  buy  its  supplies  in  more  of  a  wholesale  way,  which  means 
closer  purchasing  figures.  Simply  as  the  approved  business  meth- 
od and  custom,  we  recommend  that  a  trial  balance  be  taken  from 
the  books  of  the  store  each  month,  and  the  balance  sheet  in  detail 
submitted  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  or  some  one  appointed  by  him 
for   inspection  and   verification. 

We  suggest  for  consideration  of  the  Manager,  the  question  of 
employing  a  cashier,  through  whose  hands  all  cash  purchases  must 
pass,  and  also  the  inauguration  of  a  system  of  checks. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  Supply  Store  seems  to  be 
conducted  in  a  creditable  manner,  and  that  the  gentlemen  in  charge 
are  running  it  in  a  businesslike  and  economical  way,  as  far  as  we 
could  judge.     Resolutions  are  appended. 

Your  committee  have  also  had  before  it  the  report  of  A.  C. 
Leigh,    Treasurer    of    the    Commission,    which    has    been    examined. 
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and  we  find  that  all  payments  are  supported  by  proper  vouchers. 
These  reports  show'  that  $1,675  have  been  collected  and  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  for  account  of  the  Deficit  Fund, 
$1,425  of  which  was  received  from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and 
that  $2,315.93  have  been  collected  and  paid  in  for  account  of  the 
Endowment  Fund. 

Your  committee  have  also  considered  the  cost  of  the  insurance 
on  the  property  of  the  University,  and  also  the  question  of  the 
fire  risk,  and  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  steps  should  be 
immediately  taken  to  reduce  that  risk,  and  at  the  same  time  re- 
duce the  insurance  rate.     We  append  resolutions. 

Rcsolzrd  (1),  That  the  Manager  of  the  Supply  Store  be  in- 
structed to  furnish  the  Vice-Chancellor  with  a  monthly  trial  balance 
of  the  business  of  the  Store,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor,  or  some 
person  appointed  by  him,  shall  inspect  and  verify  the  same. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  inspect  either  personally  or  by  dep- 
uty appointed  by  him,  all  buildings  of  the  University  for  the  pur- 
pose of  eliminating  as  far  as  possible  all  fire  hazard,  and  to  take 
such  immediate  steps  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  re- 
duce the  hazard. 

Resolved  (3),  That  a  committee  composed  of  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor  and  Mr.  W.  D.  Gale  be  instructed  to  take  up  with  the  Tennes- 
see Inspection  Bureau  the  question  of  reduction  of  insurance  rates 
on  the  University  buildings,  in  consideration  of  the  installation  of 
fire  protection  as  indicated  by  the  appended  letter  from  T.  L. 
Leatherwood,  Manager  of  the  Tennessee  Inspection  Bureau,  of 
June  13,  1911;  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $1,000  for  fire  protection  to  secure  said  redaction  of 
rates. 

Resolved  (4),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Lands  and  Buildings  be  instructed  to  take  steps  to  provide  fire 
escapes  for  the  Hoffman  and   St.   Luke's  Halls.

Letter  from  Mr.  Leatheriuood. 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  June  13,  1911. 
Mr.  W.  D.  Gale, 
Sewanee,  Tenn. 
Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  your  inquiry  with  reference  to  the  in- 
stallation of  approved  double  35-gallon  chemical  tank  on  wheels 
for  protection  of  the  college  property  of  Sewanee,  I  beg  to  advise 
that  the  schedules  under  which  the  college  buildings  are  rated 
does  not  provide  a  credit  for  chemical  tanks,  unless  the  3-gallon 
hand  chemical  extinguishers  are  also  installed  in  each  individual 
building.  With  one  3-gallon  extinguisher  installed  to  each  2,000 
feet  of  floor  area  in  college  buildings,  our  estimates  would  be 
reduced  approximately  5  cents.  We  also  recommend  a  reduction 
of  approximately  15  per  cent  on  all  dwellings  within  2,000  feet  of 
the  chemical  tank  stations,  provided  at  least  two  fire  companies 
are  organized,  both  of  which  are  to  be  under  direction  of  compe- 
tent chief.  Trusting  that  this  information  will  prove  satisfactory,

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Chairman  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Leigh,  be  requested  to  draw  up 
a  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  University  to  be  pre- 
sented to  this  Board  to-morrow  morning,  with  a  view  of  pub- 
lishing the  same  in  the  form  of  a  bulletin  for  distribution. 

The  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department  reported, 
and  the  resolution  appended  was  adopted: 

The  committee  has  carefully  examined  the  reports  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  the  Acting  Dean  of  this  Department,  and  find 
nothing  therein  calling  for  action.  The  resolution  referred  to  this 
committee  with  instructions  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  the  itudy 
of  Moral  Science  and  Evidences  of  Christianity  is  required  for 
the  degrees  of  the  University,  has  been  considered,  and  the  facts 
seem  to  be  as  follows:  The  study  of  the  subjects  above  men- 
tioned is  not  required  for  any  degree,  though  it  is  provided  for  in 
some  of  the  courses  leading  to  degrees.     But  course  being  elective, 
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a  student  may  take  a  degree  without  these  studies.  Moreover,  it 
is  not  provided  for  at  all  in  the  course  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Civil  Engineer.  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  it  is  eminently 
desirable  that  every  young  man  receiving  a  degree  from  this  Uni- 
versity should  have  received  instruction  in  the  principles  of  Eth- 
ics and  the  Evidences  of  Christianity;  and  in  the  judgment  of  your 
committee,  the  course  of  instruction  should  be  so  arranged  as  to 
require  such  studies  in  the  case  of  all  persons  applying  for  a  de- 
gree.    We  append  a  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  instructed  to  include 
in  the  requirements  for  every  degree  conferred  by  the  University, 
a  course  in  Moral  Science  and  the  Evidence  of  Christianity. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  for  the  special  committee  ap- 
pointed to  confer  with  physicians  from  Chattanooga,  re- 
ported : 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  certain  physicians  from 
Chattanooga,  who  have  submitted  through  the  Vice-Chancellor  a 
proposition  to  establish  in  Chattanooga  a  Medical  Department  of 
the  University,  beg  leave  to  report, — 

That  they  have  had  a  conference  with  the  physicians  referred 
to  and  have  received'  from  them  written  and  verbal  statements  of 
their  proposition.  The  committee  has  given  to  the  proposition 
careful  and  respectful  consideration,  and  have  also  conferred  with 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  herewith  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  the  financial  con- 
ditions of  the  University,  the  serious  and  vital  demand  upon  it 
for  increased  equipment  for  the  efficiency  of  its  Academic  Depart- 
ment, render  it  impracticable  for  the  Board  to  involve  the  Uni- 
versity in  any  further  financial  responsibilities,  such  as  would  be 
necessarily  involved  in  the  establishment  of  a  medical  department, 
or  even  in  the  provision  for  instruction  in  the  first  two  years  of 
a  medical  course. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  forward  a 
copy  of  this  report  to  the  gentlemen  who  represent  the  proposed 
medical  school  in  Chattanooga,  with  the  regret  of  this  Board  that 
it  is  unable  to  consider  their  proposition  more  favorably. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Emerald  Hospital  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Emerald  Memorial  Hospital  begs  to 
report  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  has  in  hand  for  the  rebuilding  of 
the  hospital  $14,889.74.  We  also  find  that  a  friend  of  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee  has  contributed  first,  $10,000  for  the  building  of  the 
operating  room;  second,  $15,000  as  a  permanent  endowment,  owned 
and  controlled  by  the  Diocese,  which  amount  is  drawing  6  per  cent 
interest.  Another  friend  of  the  Diocese  has  given  $2,500,  which 
is  also  the  property  of  the  Diocese  and  drawing  6  per  cent  interest. 
The  Rev.  Churchill  Eastin  raised  $1,000  for  endowment,  which  is 
also  the  property  of  the  Diocese.  This  is  also  drawing  6  per 
cent  interest.  This  makes  a  total  endowment  controlled  and  owned 
by  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  for  the  support  of  Emerald  Hospita'. 
$18,500. 

We  therefore  endorse  heartily  the  action  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee in  setting  aside  the  $16,000  the  University  received  from 
insurance  as  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Endowment  for  the  hospital. 
This  will  give  a  permanent  endowment  of  $34,500.  We  would  sug- 
gest that  this  hospital  be  erected  at  once,  as  it  would  not  be  fair 
to  the  contributors  to  delay  any  longer.  We  therefore  offer  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  instruct  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  to  rebuild  without  delay,  and  if  the  $15,000  already  in 
hand  does  not  cover  the  bid,  that  sufficient  amount  be  borrowed 
from  the  insurance  fund  not  to  exceed  $5,000;  and  ihat  this  in- 
surance fund  shall  be  reimbursed  as  soon  as  sufficient  money  is 
raised  to  replace  it. 

Resolved,  Further,  that  the  University  set  aside  $1,000  for  the 
maintenance  of  said  Emerald  Memorial   Hospital. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida,  in  behalf  of  himself  and  the  entire 
Board  of  Trustees,  expressed  in  fitting  terms  to  the  Chancel- 
lor the  very  sincere  appreciation  of  the  Board  for  his  willing- 
ness to  go  forth  to  represent  the  University  in  its  efforts  to 
raise  an  endowment,  and  wished  him  abundant  success — to 
which  the  Chancellor  replied  most  feelingly  and  cordially. 

Adjourned  until  9:00  a.  m.  to-morrow.

structions, and  they  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  render  at 
the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  August  31,  1911,  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  University  at  that  date,  showing  a 
summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year,  and  of  its 
assets  and  liabilities,  with  a  statement  of  the  endowments,  and 
that  he  print  the  same,  and  send  a  copy  to  each  Bishop  and  Trustee. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  the. following  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  requested  to  invite  the  Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction  of  North  Texas  to  affiliate  with  the  University. 

Recess  until  after  the  Commencement  exercises.

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APPENDIX  I 

REPORT   OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR. 

To   the   Trustees  of  the   University  of  the  South : 

Gentlemen  :  I  beg  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  academic 
year  which  began  September  20,  1910,  and  is  to  end  June  15,  1911. 

Deaths 

Rev.  Charles  McIIvain  Gray,  long  representing  the  Missionary 
District  of  Southern  Florida  on  your  Board,  died  April  1st,  191  t. 
Mr.  Gray  was  a  student  in  the  University  in  1869,  and  was  the 
first  contribution  made  by  Sewanee  to  the  Ministry  of  the  Church. 
He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1872  and  Priested  in  1874. 

Rev.  McNeely  DuBose  was  drowned  near  Morgantown,  N.  C, 
on  the  15th  of  April,  191 1.  Mr.  DuBose  entered  the  Sewanee  Gram- 
mar School  in  1872,  was  advanced  to  the  University,  received  the 
B.S.  degree  in  1880,  entered  the  Theological  Department,  took  his 
G.D.  in  1884  and  B.D.  in  1885.  He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1884 
and  Priested  in  1885.  He  was  at  various  times  a  member  of  your 
Board,  sometimes  representing  a  Diocese  and  sometimes  the  As- 
sociated  Alumni. 

Dr.  Cameron  Piggot,  Professor  of  Chemistry  ?ince  1887,  died 
on  April  30,  191 1.  The  following  Memorial  is  presented,  being 
the  Minute  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  at  the  meeting  following 
Dr.   Piggot's  demise: 

The  death  of  Dr.  Piggot  on  Sunday  morning,  April  30, 
191 1,  has  removed  from  our  midst  an  honored  colleague 
and  dear  friend,  who  has  given  to  the  University  of  the 
South  a  long,  varied  and  faithful  service.  This  Hebdoma- 
dal Board,  of  which  he  was  a  distinguished  member,  mourns 
the  loss  of  so  good  a  man,  and  offers  its  profound  sym- 
pathy to  his  bereaved  family.  During  his  twenty-four 
years    of    service    here    he    was    always    conscientious    and 
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diligent  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty,  honest  and  straight- 
forward in  all  his  dealings,  ever  ready  to  lend  a  helping 
hand  and  kindly  heart  wherever  these  were  most  needed. 
He  has  left  to  us  all  a  noble  example  of  one  who  rev- 
erenced God  and  respected  every  man,  one  who  served 
God  and  served  his  fellow -men  with  unfaltering  devotion. 
Gentleness,  politeness  and  courtesy  could  never  be  count- 
ed among  the  lost  arts  at  Sewanee  so  long  as  this  re- 
fined and  gracious  gentleman  was  in  our  midst.  We  shall 
ever  cherish  tender  memories  of  his  service  and  beautiful 
character,  sweet  as  the  flowers  so  dear  to  him,  pure  and 
lovely  as  the  lilies  with  which  he  delighted  to  deck  the 
Altar  of  God  at  Eastertide. 

Cameron  Piggot  was  born  in  Baltimore,  September  4th, 
1R55,  the  son  of  A.  Snowden  and  Margaret  Moore  Piggot. 
His  father  was  a  chemist  and  constructive  engineer  in  the 
Confederate  Army,  with  the  rank  of  Captain.  The  son 
graduated  in  medicine  from  the  University  of  Maryland, 
and  was  for  a  time  assistant  to  Professor  Norse,  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University.  He  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Chem- 
istry, Mineralogy  and  Geology  at  Sewanee  in  1887,  and 
became  Health  Officer  as  well.  In  1890  he  married  Miss 
Anne  Cockey,  of  Maryland,  and  in  1900  became  Dean  of 
failing  health  compelled  him  to  give  it  up  five  years  later, 
the  Academic  Department,  holding  this  important  office  until 
Dr.  Piggot  was  also  a  Professor  in  the  Medical  School 
of  this  University,  and  for  years  "the  beloved  physician" 
of  many  families  on  the  mountain,  to  whom  his  very  pres- 
ence brought  soothing  and  cheer  in  sickness  and  sorrow. 
He  was  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  our  E.  Q.  B.  Club, 
and  always  loyal  to  its  interests.  His  delightful  social 
qualities  were  among  his  chief  attractions  always  and  every- 
where. 

We  regret  to  announce  to  you  other  deaths  in  our  community 
during  the  year.  Mrs.  Caroline  Jennings  died  August  29th,  1910, 
endeared  to  many  a  student  of  the  Sew:anee  Military  Academy. 

Miss  Maria  Porcher  died  November  4th,  1910,  and  Miss  Susan 
Hayne  Perroneau  November  28th,  1910 — the  bare  mention  of  whose 
names  recalls  the  loving  memory  of  Sewanee  men  through  a  long 
period  of  years. 
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Mrs.  Susan  Beard  Fairbanks  died  in  Anniston,  Alabama,  on 
January  5th,  191 1,  and  was  buried  at  Sewanee  on  the  6th.  She 
was  the  widow  of  Maj.  George  R.  Fairbanks,  a  member  of  your 
Board  from  the  inception  of  the  University  to  the  time  of  his 
death.

The  attendance  in  this  Department  does  not  compare  unfavorably 
with  that  of  last  year,  but  is  entirely  too  small.  I  am  still  of  the 
opinion  that  we  suffer  from  rigidity  of  our  entrance  requirements 
and  the  inability  at  the  present  moment  of  preparatory  students  to 
be  held  in  preparatory  schools  long  enougli  to  give  the  required 
instruction.  Colleges  are  steadily  increasing  their  entrance  re- 
quirements, and  preparatory  schools  are  advancing  their  curricu- 
lum to  meet  this  demand.  We  must  maintain  our  stand,  and  in  a 
few  years  we  will  have  all  the  better  colleges  on  a  parity  with 
ourselves.

It  is  thus  shown  that  of  the  84  students  taking  courses  in  the 
college,  12  are  holding  scholarships,  34  receive  tuition  remissions 
and  38  pay  tuition — a  little  over  40  per  cent  of  the  student  body. 
Two  of  this  number  are  students  of  the  Theological  Department, 
which  number  deducted  from  84  gives  82,  agreeing  with  the  de- 
partmental   statement. 

I  would  call  attention  to  the  serious  illness  of  members  of  the 
Faculty  during  the  past  session.  Whereas  classes  must  suffer  to 
a  certain  extent  by  the  enforced  absence  of  the  professor,  still 
the  work  was  kept   up  to  as  high  a   degree  of   proficiency   as  pos- 
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siulc  by  the  kindly  assistance  of  other  profes:>ors  who  without  an 
exception  have  volunteered  to  do  such  work  as  was  possible.  Dr. 
Barton  was  ill  early  in  the  session.  In  November  the  Dean  suf- 
fered from  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever  which  necessitated  his  ab- 
sence from  his  duties  until  after  the  Christmas  holidays.  Mr. 
Nauts  was  appointed  Acting  Dean  and  has  continued  in  said  office 
until  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Kirby-Smith,  who  has  not  been  perfectly  well  since  his  re- 
turn from  the  Philippines,  underwent  surgical  and  medical  treat- 
ment in  New  York  last  December,  and  spent  the  winter  in  Flor- 
ida, lie  returned  about  the  first  of  April  in  excellent  physical 
condition,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  his  recovery  is  perfect.  Dur- 
ing his  absence  his  work  as  Health  Officer  was  efficiently  main- 
tained by  Dr.  A.  L.  Lear,  and  I  have  cared  for  his  class  in  Biology. 

Dr.  Piggot  returned  from  Baltimore  after  the  holidays  in  a 
critical  condition,  but  insisted  on  doing  the  work  in  his  depart- 
ment, constantly  growing  more  feeble  until  he  was  compelled  by 
Dr.  Kirby-Smith  to  take  his  bed  about  the  first  of  April.  He  died 
April  30th.  I  have  carried  his  class  work  to  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion. 

Dr.  Bishop  suffered  a  nervous  breakdown  about  midwinter,  and 
for  a  time  his  classes  suffered.  We  feared  he  would  not  be  able 
to  resume  work,  and  we  induced  Dr.  Bevan  to  come  from  New 
York  to  take  the  undergraduate  classes  in  Philosophy  for  the  past 
three  months.  This  relief  enabled  Dr.  Bishop  to  complete  his 
Theological  courses.  He  was  granted  permission  to  leave  the  Uni- 
versity last  week,  and  is  now  in   Battle  Creek,   Michigan. 

On  May  16th  I  received  the  official  resignation  of  Dr.  St.  George 
L.  Sioussat  as  Professor  of  History  and  Economics  and  Dean  of 
the  College,  which.  I  accepted,  the  latter  10  take  place  at  once  and 
the  former  at  the  end  of  the  present  session.  Dr.  Sioussat  accepts 
the  Chair  of  History  in  Vanderbilt  University,  vacated  by  the 
death  of  Dr.  F.  W.  Moore.  The  two  Chairs  of  Chemistry  and 
History  are  to  be  filled.  We  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  elec- 
tion to  the  latter  chair  at  the  present  session  of  the  Board,  but 
would  advise  that  this  election  be  left  entirely  to  the  Executive 
Committee.  We  have  a  number  of  applications  for  the  Chair  of 
Chemistry,  which,  with  credentials  and  letters  of  recommendation, 
are  herewith   referred   to  the   Executive   Committee   for  nomination. 

From  all  information  in  hand,   I   am  prepared  to  recommend   Mr. 
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Colin  Campbell  Mackall,  B.A.,  B.S.,  of  the  University  of  Virginia, 
and  at  present  a  food  inspection  chemist  in  the  Bureau  of  Chem- 
istry,   U.    S.    Department    of   Agriculture. 

We  regret  to  lose  the  services  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Hamff,  B.A.,  as  In- 
structor in  Modern  Languages.  We  have  secured  Mr.  Alfred  H. 
Nolle,  B.A.,  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  Teaching  Fellow  in 
Germanics,   for  the  coming  session. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  the  character  of  work  done  is 
satisfactory,  the  personnel  of  the  students  good,  and  no  serious 
infractions  of  discipline. 

(The  report  of  the  Acting  Dean  is  Exhibit  A.) 

Theological    Department. 

The  increase  in  this  department  in  September  was  most  grati- 
fying. The  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  electing  the  Rev. 
Cleveland  Keith  Benedict,  B.A.,  of  Christ  Church,  Glendale,  Ohio, 
as  Dean  of  the  Seminary  and  his  acceptance  of  the  office  September 
21st,  1910,  were  most  salutary  in  quieting  the  feeling  of  disor- 
ganization which  previously  existed.  Mr.  Benedict  accepted  with 
the  understanding  that  he  assume  charge  late  in  the  fall.  Mr.  Du- 
Bose  continued  as  Acting  Dean  until  November  30th,  the  date  of 
Mr.  Benedict's  officially  connecting  himself  with  the  department. 
There  is  a  marked  feeling  of  interestedness  and  earnestness  in  the 
work  at  St.  Luke's  which  I  have  not  seen  for  several  years.  This 
is  not  only  a  valuable  asset  in  the  Seminary  itself,  but  it  will  also 
produce  its  effect  upon  the  South  and  the  Church  as  a  whole. 
There  are  only  three  graduates.  Those  returning  with  the  pros- 
pective class  next  September  is  most  promising.  I  anticipate  more 
than  twenty  men  in  the   Seminary  next  session. 

It  is  with  extreme  regret  that  I  officially  announce  the  death 
of  Mr.  Herbert  Noah  Stanley,  a  member  of  the  graduating  class, 
on  the  evening  of  April  19th.  Mr.  Stanley  had  been  in  poor  health 
for  several  years,  and  shortly  after  supper  died  suddenly  from  a 
severe  hemorrhage  from  the  stomach.  Students  and  officers  of  the 
University  loved  and  respected  this  earnest  Christian  and  deeply 
mourn  his  loss.  He  was  soon  to  stand  his  canonical  examinations 
for  the  Diaconate  and  enter  upon  the  active  ministry.  His  mis- 
sionary work  among  the  miners  at  Coalmont  is  shown  by  their 
sympathetic  memorial  to  the  Diocesan  Council  and  the  Bishop's 
address  speaks  to  the  earnest  worth  of  the  man  and  the  loving  sym- 
pathy in  which  he  was  held. 
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The  Bishop  of  Florida,  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  of  Charleston, 
S.  C,  and  the  Rev.  Frank  H.  Nelson,  D.D.,  of  Cincinnati,  visited  the 
Seminary  during  the  year  and  addressed  the  students.  I  would 
again  earnestly  request  a  close  association  between  the  Diocesans 
and  the  Seminary.  A  more  or  less  close  and  personal  interest  in 
the  Seminary  manifested  by  the  Bishops  will  be  of  the  utmost 
assistance  to  the  department.  The  Dean  will  be  most  happy  to 
have  this  expression  of  sympathy  and  confidence  in  the  great  work 
he  is  undertaking,  and  I  realize  that  it  means  the  success  of  the 
Seminary  and  the   furthering  of  the  Church's  influence. 

The  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Chapel  has  had  presented  and  installed 
a  handsome  Pilcher  organ  by  the  donors  of  the  chapel,  which  adds 
materially  to  the  beauty  and   effectiveness   of  the   services. 

(The  report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  B.) 

University   Extension. 

In  submitting  the  report  of  the  Director  I  call  attention  to  the 
question  of  annexing  more  closely  the  interest  of  such  professors 
and  literary  men  who  give  courses  during  the  summer.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  members  of  the  Faculty  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
grant  honorary  degrees,  as  you  might  say,  in  lieu  of  services  ren- 
dered. I  admit  the  force  of  this  opinion,  and  yet  granting  degrees 
might  be  done  in  special  cases  to  the  advantage  of  the  department. 
Your  careful  consideration  is  requested. 

I  make  mention  of  the  DuBose  Reunion  to  be  held  early  in  Au- 
gust, as  a  tribute  of  love  and  affection  to  the  Dean  Emeritus  of 
the  Theological  Department  at  the  hands  of  his  old  students. 

(The  report  of  the  Director  is  Exhibit  C.) 

Sewanee  Military  Academy. 

The  attendance  for  the  year  is  106,  as  compared  with  82  for 
the  previous  year,  which  shows  material  gain.  The  Head-master 
was  disappointed  as  to  numbers,  but  considering  the  effect  of  the 
more  or  less  disorganized  condition  of  the  school  for  some  time, 
I  am  encouraged.  I  predict  a  very  much  larger  attendance  for 
the  coming  session.  The  teaching  staff  has  been  materially  strength- 
ened, and  the  work  is  consequently  superior.  This  necessarily  in- 
volves more  outlay  in  salaries,  but  I  am  in  hearty  accord  with  the 
Head-master  in  believing  that  we  can  Cjnly  get  efficient  results 
from  men  who  are  teaching  as  a  life  work  and  not  as  a  means  to 
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an  end.  The  Academy  Faculty  has  the  interest  of  the  school  at 
heart,  and  this  of  itself  speaks  for  its  future  success.  We  feel 
justified  in  the  increased  outlay.  The  College,  I  believe,  will  note 
the  steadily  improving  character  of  the  graduates  advanced  from 
the  Academy.  The  number  advanced  will  be  much  larger  this 
session. 

Mr.  W.  H.  MacKellar  has  been  Acting  Commandant  most  ef- 
ficiently. On  March  20th,  Major  Elisha  S.  Benton,  U.  S.  A.  (re- 
tired), was  detailed  to  the  Academy. and  reported  for  duty  April 
6th.  We  are  in  accord  with  the  Head-master  in  making  every 
endeavor  to  advance  the  interest  and  efficiency  of  the  Academy — 
and  its  earnings  should  be  used  toward  that  end — but  certain  equi- 
ties must  be  observed  toward  the  Corporation  and  expenditures 
carefully  guarded.  I  am  not  in  agreement  as  to  the  advisability 
of  a  separate  water  system. 

(The  report  of  the  Head-master  is  Exhibit  D.) 

Department  of  Physical  Education. 

Mr.  Charles  B.  Braun  has  given  as  efficient  service  as  possible 
in  the  work  of  the  Gymnasium.  We  are  hampered  by  lack  of  ap- 
paratus, and  must  have  repairs  and  increased  facilities  by  the  next 
session.  Mr.  Braun  leaves,  and  we  have  secured  the  services  of 
Mr.  Henry  C.  Smith,  B.A.,  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  as 
Physical  Director  for  next  year.  Mr.  Smith  at  the  same  time  be- 
comes a  student  of  the  Thelogical  Department. 

(The  report  of  the  Physical   Director  is  Exhibit  E.) 

Library. 

The  accessions  to  the  library  for  the  year  amount  to  2,335  vol- 
umes. Miss  Hilliard  presented  the  theological  library  of  her  fa- 
ther, the  Rev.  Dr.  Hilliard  of  Memphis;  Mrs.  Wiggins  the  libraries 
of  the  late  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  late  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and 
Mrs.  James  P.  Kirkman,  of  Nashville,  by  legacy,  a  number  of 
volumes. 

(The  report  of  the  Librarian  is  Exhibit  F. ) 

Health  Department. 

Only  a  few  cases  of  serious  illness  occurred  during  the  year. 
You  have  already  been  informed  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Stanley,  of 
the    Theological    Department.      Three    cases    of    typhoid    fever    oc- 
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curred  among  students  of  the  Military  Academy,  one,  Mr.  M. 
Jones-Williams,  dying  on  April  ist.  The  Health  Officer  has  given 
a  clear  statement  of  the  typhoid  cases  on  the  Mountain  during  the 
year.  I  authorized  a  careful  analysis  of  water  and  milk  supply 
to  find,  if  possible,  the  source  of  infection.  It  is  evident  that  the 
outbreak  was  not  due  to  local  causes.  We  have  under  construc- 
tion a  new  reservoir  which  will  eliminate  all  danger  of  water  in- 
fection, and  at  the  same  time  increase  the  supply.  You  will  recall 
the  action  of  the  Board  last  year  instructing  the  Vice-Chancellor 
to  have  septic  tanks  installed  at  the  Inn,  Hoffman  and  Quintard 
Dormitories.  A  fund  was  subscribed  for  this  purpose.  I  was 
not  consulted  at  the  time,  else  I  would  have  informed  the  Board 
that  their  action  was  not  feasible,  and  the  amount  subscribed  not 
adequate.  I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  the  cess  pool  or  septic  tank, 
so-called,  as  a  means  of  sewage  disposal.  The  septic  tank  is  not 
effective,  and  per  se  is  little  more  than  a  cess  pool.  The  efflu- 
ent therefrom  is  markedly  odorous  and  dangerous,  and  can  only 
be  rendered  innocuous  by  oxizidation  or  so-called  nitrification. 
This  can  be  effected  in  two  ways:  first,  where  the  amount  is  small, 
as  in  private  houses,  by  underground  distribution  through  a  porous 
soil,  as  we  have  here  on  the  Mountain.  Second,  by  nitrification 
beds  properly  constructed.  A  septic  tank  with  such  bed  is  effective. 
I  did  not  attempt  to  carry  out  your  instructions,  as  the  fund  would 
not  have  sufficed  for  Hoffman  alone.  Again,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  you  interpreted  the  information  in  your  hands  that  this  would 
take  care  of  all  student  dejecta  at  Hoffman  as  well  as  kitchen  and 
bath  water.  At  present  practically  only  kitchen  and  bath  water 
is  the  sewage  there.  We  have  no  water  closet  facilities.  I  am 
pleased,  however,  to  inform  you  that  we  have  plans  for  a  system 
of  sewage  disposal  which  we  will  install  this  summer.  The  tank 
and  bed  will  be  located  below  the  old  pond,  and  the  sewer  will 
come  up  the  ravine  and  joint  the  present  Hoffman  sewer.  All 
residents  north  of  street  to  Infirmary  and  west  of  University  Ave- 
nue will  connect  thereto,  and  in  time,  with  more  funds  in  hand,  it 
can  be  extended  to  take  in  all  south  of  said  street  and  west  of 
University  Avenue,  even  including  Quintard.  This  plant  as  at 
present  planned  will  accomodate  250  persons,  and  with  ordinary 
care  will  be  permanent.

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Honorary    Degrees. 

In  accordance  with  your  resolution,  I  herewith'  submit  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  for  Honorary  Degrees 
as   follows  ; 

Mr.  Edgar  Gardner  Murphy,  M.A.,  of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  and 
Mr.  Silas  McBee,  of  The  Churchman,  to  receive  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Civil  Laws. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Saunders  Coupland,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
New  Orleans,  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

The  Rev.  Stuart  Crockett,  D.D.,  D.C.L.,  Rector  of  Holyrood 
Church,  New  York  City,  to  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Di- 
vinity, ad  cundem. 

Medical  Department   Proposition. 

I  herewith  submit  a  proposition  from  certain  physicians  in  Chat- 
tanooga to  establish  in  Chattanooga  a  Medical  Department  of  the 
University,  with  only  the  last  two  years  taught  in  that  city,  and 
the  first  two  at  Sewanee.  This  is  an  ideal  arrangement  for  the 
future,  but  is  inadvisable  at  the  present  moment.  First,  the  Uni- 
versity is  not  prepared  to  assume  further  financial  obligation  either 
in  maintaining  a  plant  here  or  assisting  in  Chattanooga.  Second, 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  effectively  maintain  a  standard  of  en- 
trance requirements  in  harmony  with  University  standards,  though 
meeting  the  requirements  of  the  American  Medical  Association. 
Third,  the  same  objection  will  arise  as  to  graduating  men  from 
other  schools  in  their  fourth  year  as  so  materially  affected  us  in 
the  past.  A  committee  will  come  from  Chattanooga  which  will 
wish  to  appear  before  you.  Careful  consideration  of  the  propo- 
sition  is  requested. 

(This  proposition  is  marked  Exhibit  H.) 

Buildings,   Lands   and  Finance. 

On  December  28,  10,10,  I  received  the  resignation  of  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  Gray  as  Chaplain  of  the  University,  and  appointed  the  Rev. 
Stuart  L.  Tyson  as  Acting  Chaplain.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  in  Atlanta  on  the  20th  of  February,  Mr.  Tyson 
was  elected  Chaplain.  Mr.  Tyson  has  been  most  enthusiastic  and 
loyal  to  the  Chapel  and  its  services,  and  in  a  very  signal  manner 
has  gained  hold  over  the  hearts  and  affections  of  the  student  body. 
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With  the  kind  assistance  of  the  ladies  of  the  Civic  League,  with 
the  enthusiasm  of  the  Chaplain,  and  at  practically  no  expense,  old 
St.  Augustine's  Chapel  was  taken  down  early  in  the  spring.  The 
available  lumber  therefrom  is  temporarily  stored  in  the  basement  of 
All  Saints,  but  will  be  removed  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 
Through  the  earnest  and  indefatigable  energy  of  the  Chaplain, 
many  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  Chapel  and  improvements  made 
on  the  Chapel  grounds.  The  actual  valuation  of  the  gifts  and 
betterments  of  the  Chapel  aggregate  $1,529.50.  The  improvements 
of  the  Chapel  grounds  have  cost  $1,510. 

(The  report  of  the  Chaplain  is  Exhibit  I.) 

On  February  10th,  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  Insurance  thereon  amounting  to  $16,000,  has  been 
paid.  I  calculate  the  loss  between  $8,000  and  $10,000.  Through 
Mr.  Claiborne  we  have  as  a  building  fund  $12,000,  and  by  other 
subscriptions  a  total  amount  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  of  $28,- 
128.60.  I  have  something  over  $2,261.14  to  add  to  this,  raised  by 
the  "appeal"  of  Mr.  Tyson  in  the  Living  Church  and  at  present 
on  deposit  in  the  Bank  of  Sewanee.  Mr.  Tyson  turns  this  over 
to  us  before  he  leaves  for  the  summer  vacation.  The  Executive 
Committee  authorized  us  to  rebuild,  and  we  have  had  a  number  of 
plans  submitted.  We  will  begin  the  work  about  July  1st,  and 
will  expend  on  rebuilding  the  amount  in  hand,  less  the  $16,000 
insurance,  which  we  expect  to  invest  as  endowment  for  mainte- 
nance.    When  rebuilt  the  Infirmary  will  be  fire-proof. 

Science  Hall. 

I  have  further  delayed  beginning  the  Science  Hall.  The  In- 
firmary fire  forcibly  recalled  to  our  mind  the  increased  fire  risk 
to  Walsh  and  All  Saints  by  a  building  connecting  the  above  at 
the  rear  of  the  Quadrangle.  The  proposal  was  made  to  the  archi- 
tect to  place  the  building  fifty  or  seventy-five  feet  further  back, 
making  it  more  fire-proof  and  connecting  by  an  arcade  with  the 
other  buildings.  At  first  Mr.  Tilton  objected.  The  lowest  bids 
we  have  had  exceed  $60,000,  so  Mr.  Tilton  accepts  our  suggestion 
and  is  working  over  the  plans.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  shorter, 
wider,  fire-proof  building  as  far  as  is  possible,  connected  as  above 
outlined,  would  be  more  serviceable,  of  less  fire  risk  and  still 
maintain  the  architectural  effect. 
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University  Supply   Store. 

The  sales  of  the  store  during  1910  amounted  to  $42,485.41,  as 
compared  with  $50,157.91   in   1009. 

The  assets  were  $37,760.86,  as  compared  with  $41,779.40  in  1909. 

I  settled  on  a  basis  of  5  per  cent  on  the  assets  of  $37,760.86, 
amounting  to  $1,888.04 — which  we  take  as  dividends  and  the  balance 
of  profit  is  credited  to  surplus.

There  is  no  mill  located  new  at  Sewanee,  but  we  still  have  some 
first  cuttings. 

The  Endowment  Commission. 

The  Executive  Committee  at  its  meeting  in  Cincinnati  November 
last,  appointed  an  Endowment  Commission  consisting  of  the  Rev. 
A.  R.  Gray,  Chairman ;  Mr.  A.  C.  Leigh,  Treasurer,  and  Rev.  W. 
S.  Claiborne.  The  Bishops  by  agreement  exchanged  visits  with 
each  other  in  their  Dioceses  during  the  year,  and  issued  a  pastoral 
letter  to  churchmen  in  the  interest  of  Sewanee.  This  action,  with 
the  work  of  the  Commission,  has  without  question  created  a  newly- 
awakened  and  active  interest  in  the  University  not  manifested  in 
years.  Bishop  Nelson,  Mr.  Gray  and  Mr.  Claiborne  formulated  a 
plan  of  endowment  now  generally  known  as  the  Nelson  Plan,  which 
has  been  presented   to  the   various    Dioceses,   and   I    am   pleased  to 
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report,  accepted  by  many.  I  give  the  following  named  Dioceses, 
with  the  amount  pledged,  which  you  can  compare  with  that  named 
in  the  Nelson  plan  as  the  proportionate  amount  asked  from  each 
Diocese :

This  gives  a  total  of  $19,428  pledged  towards  running  expenses 
for  the  coming  year.  Mississippi  has  already  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  University  $1,675.  This  action  is  not  only  evidence  of 
interest,  but  it  manifests  to  the  world  the  accepted  responsibility 
of  the  Southern  Church  for  the  University  of  the  South.  In  our 
opinion,  it  is  the  most  marked  step  forward  in  the  history  of  the 
University.  Not  only  has  the  University  a  reason  for  existence 
which  is  acknowledged,  but  she  has  now  the  evidenced  power  and 
backing  of  the  Church.  This  makes  for  her  stability  as  nothing 
heretofore  has  done.  With  such  a  guarantee  the  endowment  will 
follow,  and  your  Commission  can  present  without  making  excuses 
the  claims  of  the  institution  upon  the  Church  people  of  the  land, 
as  well  as  those  deeply  interested  in  Christian  education. 

I  received  and  accepted  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray 
as  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  to  take  effect  May  31st.  Mr. 
Gray  becomes  the  Educational  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

(The  reports  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  and  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Commission,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Nelson 
Plan,  is  marked  Exhibit  K.) 

Finances. 

\ 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Treasurer  to  June  1st  is  very  full, 
and  yet  it  is  only  tentative.      You   will   never  have  a   full  report  at 
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this  time  of  the  year's  finances.  Still,  it  is  most  helpful,  and  1 
submit  the  two  reports  for  June  i,  1910,  and  June  i,  191 !,  for 
comparison.  Careful  reference  thereto  will  evidence  that  our  pres- 
ent year  has  been  very  much  more  satisfactory  than  the  preceding 
year  in  almost  every  respect.  The  Treasurer's  report  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  September  1,  1910,  is  also  submitted,  together 
with  an  itemized  statement  by  months  of  the  voucher  expenditures 
from  our  office.  I  instituted  this  method  of  accounting  in  1909, 
and  on  the  first  of  each  month  in  a  few  moments  with  the  Treas- 
urer we  can  audit  the  University  expenditures,  and  so  avoid  errors 
creeping  in  under  the  previous  system,  with  no  record  checking 
the  two  offices.  A  careful  perusal  of  this  detailed  statement,  to- 
gether with  the  Treasurer's  report,  will  be  not  only  of  interest  but 
of  value.  I  include  a  few  notes  in  explanation  of  accounts  which 
differ  in  the  two  offices. 

You  will  note  our  deficit  June  1st  is  $7,792.43  as  compared  with 
$17,641.08  last  year.  This  is  somewhat  misleading,  as  last  year 
we  had  included  a  salary  payment  which  this  year  falls  in  June. 
This  increases  the  deficit  slightly  more  than  $3,000;  but  that  is  a 
marked  improvement.  I  wish  special  authority  to  borrow  sufficient 
amounts  to  cover  our  deficit  to  September  1.  A  brief  outline  of 
our  outstanding  obligations  may  be  of  value.  We  leave  out  such 
items  as  are  more  or  less  current  in  character:

Our  notes  payable  amount  to  $75,330.56.  We  hold  still  68  bonds 
which  we  can  place  in  time  at  par,  thus  taking  up  the  greater  part 
of  our  notes,  not  lessening  our  indebtedness,  though  saving  one 
per  cent  interest.  The  financial  condition  of  the  University  is  more 
or  less  unfavorably  known;  hence  the  difficulty  of  placing  these 
bonds  at  par.  Fourteen  of  those  outstanding  were  offered  a  few 
days  since  at  90.  Our  improving  condition  will  restore  confidence 
and  the  market  value  will  rise. 

(The  Treasurer's  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  1, 
1910;  his  tentative  reports  to  May  31,  1909  and  May  31;  1910;  the 
itemized  monthly  voucher  expenditures  tabulated  as  a  statement, 
and  certain  notes  appended  thereto,  are  Exhibit  L. ) 

Conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  to  be  congratulated  in  successfully  passing 
through  such  a  trying  year.  The  outlook  was  most  serious  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Board,  but  the  prospect  for  the  future  seems 
bright.  All  consideration  must  be  given  the  Bishops,  the  Endow- 
ment Committee,  the  Alumni  and  the  friends  of  the  institution, 
for  their  loving  care  and  support.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  this  is  but  the  beginning,  and  what  we  have  insti- 
tuted we  must  carry  through  to  fruition.  Our  enthusiasm  must 
not  be  permitted  to  lag,  but  must  be  spurred  on  to  increased  effort. 
We  have  only  had  a  fleeting  glimpse  from  Pisgah — we  are  still 
far  from  the  Promised  Land.

The  committee  met,  and  there  were  present  the  Chancellor,  the 
Bishops  of  Florida,  Atlanta  and  Georgia  ;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stew- 
art McQueen  and  Charles  T.  Wright;  Messrs.  W.  D.  Gale  and  A. 
C.  Leigh. 

Mrs.  Esther  H.  Shoup  was  re-elected  Librarian,  and  Rev.  James 
G.  Glass  Historiographer.  The  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment appeared  before  the  committee  for  conference  in  the  matter 
of  electing  a  Dean  of  that  Department.  The  following  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

(1)  That  the  Rev.  Cleveland  Keith  Benedict  be  elected  Dean  of 
the  Theological  Department  for  four  years  of  the  unexpired  term 
of  five  years,  at  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

(2)  That  all  Fraternity  houses  be  charged  $12.50  per  annum  for 
ground  rent. 

(3)  That  a  Sub-Committee  on  Finance  be  appointed  (consisting 
of  the  Bishop  of  Atlanta,  Mr.  Gale  and  Mr.  Harrison),  with  au- 
thority to  act  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  all  matters  of  finance. 

(4)  That  the  Chancellor  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested 
to  appoint  a  date  in  October  and  in  March  for  regular  meetings 
of  the  committee. 

(5)  That  a  Sub-Committee  (consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  South 
Carolina  and  the  Vice-Chancellor),  be  appointed  to  select  and  se- 
cure a  Commissioner  of  Endowment. 

(6)  That  no  action  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations now  in  force  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.

The  committee  approved  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in 
using  a  portion  of  the  money  obtained  by  the  foreclosure  of  a 
mortgage  in  Atlanta  for  the  Waldburg  Fund  and  other  funds  to 
bring  them  up  to  their  original  amount  as  far  as  possible.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  hereby  creates  and  appoints  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Endowment,  consisting  of  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  A.  R.  Gray,  Chairman ;  and  W.  S.  Claiborne,  together  with 
Mr.  A.  C.  Leigh  as  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  object  of  this  committee  in  the  appointment 
of  said  Board  is  to  procure  through  it  an  endowment  of  $2,000,000 
for  the  University  of  the  South,  and  it  is  hereby  invested  with 
full  authority  to  proceed  without  delay  with  the  work  assigned  to 
it,  the  members  of  said  Board  being  hereby  given  full  discretion 
to  apportion  the  work  among  themselves  and  to  adopt  such  methods 
as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  matter  of  the  salaries  for  the  Com- 
missioners of  Endowment  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  the  Chancellor. 

Upon  invitation,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Claiborne  appeared  before  the  com- 
mittee and  accepted  his  election.  The  Vice-Chancellor  informed 
the  committee  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Benedict  had  accepted  his  election 
as  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  would  shortly  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  a  meeting  of  the  committee  being 
necessary  next  spring,  it  shall  be  held  in  Atlanta,  March  15th,  191 1.

The  committee  met.  There  were  present  the  Chancellor,  the 
Bishops  of  Atlanta  and  Georgia,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McQueen  and 
Wright ;  Messrs.  Gale,  Harrison  and  Leigh.  The  Vice-Chancellor 
was  also  in  attendance.     The  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 
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(1)  That  this  committee  hereby  extends  a  cordial  invitation  to 
the  Missionary  Districts  of  Oklahoma  and  Eastern  Oklahoma  to 
become  affiliated  with  the  University  of  the  South  and  to  elect 
Trustees  of  the  same;  resolved,  further,  that  this  invitation  be 
sent  to  the  Bishops  of  said  Districts  with  the  request  that  it  be 
placed  before  their  respective  convocations. 

(2)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  no  notify  Mrs. 
George  and  Mrs.  Edward  Quintard  that  their  respective  property 
rights  in  the  leases  held  by  them  will  be  fully  protected,  and  re- 
solved, further,  that  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  Colonel  Harrison  be  appointed  to  make  full  report  upon  said 
Jeases  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

(3)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  instruct  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Claiborne  that  he  be  authorized  to  accept  any  gifts  which  may 
be  offered  him  for  the  rebuilding  of  the  Hospital;  and  that  he  be 
authorized  to  accept  such  gifts  on  the  condition  that  the  Hospital 
be  named  Emerald  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hodgson  family  con- 
senting thereto;  provided,  that  lie  be  further  instructed  not  to  Ji- 
vert  his  efforts  from  his  dunes  as  Commissioner  of  Endowment 
for  the  above  purpose  further  than  is  necessary. 

(4)  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to 
this  committee  the  question  of  organizing  and  incorporating  the 
Hospital  as  a  separate'  corporation. 

(5)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  proceed  to  re- 
build the  Hospital  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  for  this  purpose  to 
use  the  money  collected  as  insurance  on  building  burned. 

(6)  That  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand  ($16,000)  dollars  be  set 
aside  as  an  endowment  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Hodgson  Memorial 
Endowment,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  came  at  12:20  p.m.  After  a  statement  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  a  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing  him  to 
lease  the  Hotel  for  one  year.  The  following  resolutions  were 
adopted : 

(7)  That  the  Chancellor  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized 
to  communicate  with  the  Bishops  of  the  Board  and  to  request 
them  to  agree  to  continue  for  the  session  of  1911-12  the.  arrange- 
ment by  which  each  Bishop  shall  visit  some  Diocese  in  the  interest 
of  the  University. 
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(8)  That  the  Chancellor,  with  a  committee  of  his  own  appoint- 
ment, be  authorized  to  hold  a  meeting  in  the  interests  of  the 
University  next  December  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  and  Mr.  Leigh  presented  a  plan  bearing 
upon  the  matter  of  endowment  which,  by  resolution,  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Commissioners  of  Endowment. 

The  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray,  Chairman  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Endowment,  appeared  before  the  committee  and  made  a  report. 
The  Rev.  Stuart  L.  Tyson  was  unanimously  elected  Chaplain  of 
the  University,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  requested  to  inform 
him  of  his  election.

APPENDIX  IV 
REPORT  OF  THE  ENDOWMENT  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  from  May  31st,  1910,  to 
May  31,  1911  : 

Total  of  Endowment  Funds  May  31st,  1910,  $322,219.13;  May 
31st,  191 1,  $332,995.16;  increase,  $10,776.03. 

An  itemized  list  of  the  Endowment  Securities  amounting  to  >2\;,- 
600  is  attached  hereto.  The  difference  between  this  amount  and 
the  total  of  Endowment  Funds  is  represented  by  the  parts  of  the 
Tustin,  Hill  and  Cloister  Funds  used  by  the  University,  the  Quin- 
tard  Memorial  Professorship  Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Cuaranty 
Trust  Co.,  in  New  York,  and  cash  in  bank  uninvested  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

There  is  also  attached  hereto  list  of  the  different  funds  with  the 
securities  in  which  the  same  are  invested. 

There  was  on  hand  last  year,  as  per  report,  $516,36  cash  received 
in  settlement  of  the  Culver  mortgage  in  Atlanta,  which  was  fore- 
closed some  years  ago.  As  this  amount  was  evidently  in  excess 
of  the  mortgage,  the  Executive  Committee  authorized  that  it  be 
divided  among  several  funds  that  were  short  a  few  dollars  (prob- 
ably through  the  foreclosure  of  this  mortgage,  which  had  been 
hanging  fire  for  some  years),  to  bring  them  up  to  their  proper 
figures.  Therefore  $73.59  of  it  was  placed  in  the  Waldburg  Fund, 
bringing  that  up  to  the  full  $15,000;   and  $216.74  of   it   was  placed 
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in  the  Cooper  Fund,  bringing  that  up  to  the  full  $5,000 ;  and  the 
balance,  $226.03,  was  placed  in  the  General  Endowment  Fund. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  the  Endowment  investments  are  in 
good  condition.  The  loan  of  $1,500  to  E.  C.  Dugas,  Augusta,  Ga., 
was  due  April  6,  191 1,  with  six  months'  interest.  This  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller  of  Augusta  for  collection,  but 
the  matter  has  not  yet  been  settled.  Mr.  Miller  also  has  for  col- 
lection the  interest  note  of  Mrs.  Sarah  V.  Tutt,  Augusta,  for  $34.13 
that  was  due  April  15th,  191 1.  Mrs.  Sarah  M.  Hayes,  who  has 
assumed  this  mortgage,  advises  that  the  note  will  be  paid  on 
June  1st. 

The  loan  of  $2,000  to  Henry  M.  Dickens,  Nashville,  defaulted  in 
its  interest  payment  in  September,  1910.  As  a  bill  had  been  filed 
in  the  Chancery  Court  setting  forth  that  Mr.  Dickens  was  not  com- 
petent to  care  for  his  own  business,  and  asking  that  a  jury  be  ap- 
pointed to  inquire  into  his  mental  condition,  it  was  impossible  to 
institute  foreclosure  proceedings  immediately.  The  matter  is  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  R.  B.  C.  Howell,  attorney,  of  Nashville,  who  ex- 
pects shortly  to  secure  an  order  of  court  permitting  the  sale  of 
the  property  under  the  trust  deed.     The  loan  is  amply  secured. 

The  loan  of  $3,000  to  J.  Alfred  Williams,  Nashville,  having  de- 
faulted in  its  interest  payment,  was  foreclosed  on  May  27th,  191 1. 
There  being  no  bidders,  the  property  was  bought  in  for  the  Uni- 
versity for  $2,000.  As  the  building  cost  at  least  $3,500  and  the  lot 
should  bring  at  any  time  $[,500,  there  should  be  no  loss  on  this 
transaction.  VV.  D.  Gale.  Chairman.

Should  a 
vacancy  occur,  or,  in  the  event  of  the  disability  of  the  Chancellor 
by  sickness,  or  other  cause,  while  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  the 
Senior  Bishop  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Board,  shall  exercise  the 
functions  of  the  Chancellor  until  the  Board  meets."

II.  Board  of  Regents. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  a  Board  of  Regents, 
three  of  whom  need  not  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  cou- 
nting of  three  Bishops,  three  Presbyters,  and  six  Laymen.  The 
Chancellor  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
and  its  Chairman.  At  the  first  election  of  members  of  said  Board, 
one  Bishop,  one  Presbyter,  and  two  Laymen  shall  be  elected  for 
one  year,  a  like  number  for  two  years,  and  a  like  number  for  three 
years.  As  the  terms  of  its  members  expire,  their  successors  shall 
be  elected  for  three  years,  so  that  four  members  of  said  Board  shall 
be  elected  annually. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  and 
act  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  not 
in  session,  and  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  acts  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Charter,  Constitution  and  Ordinances  of  the  Cor- 
poration. They  shall  keep  full  and  explicit  Minutes  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  annually  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  No  action  affecting  the  finances  of  the  University,  wheth- 
er in  the  matter  of  .investment,  expenditure,  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  without  the  previous  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of 
appointing  members  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  with  power  of 
removal. 

Sec.  5.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  when  only 
five  members  are  present,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  required  for 
effective  action.  At  all  meetings  each  class  of  Trustees  shall  be 
;  ^-presented. 

Resolved.  That  Section  I  of  Ordinance  IV  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Ordinances,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Or- 
der, be  amended  by  striking  the  words  "Executive  Committee," 
wherever  they  occur  and  of  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"'Board  of  Regents." 
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Resolved,  That  Ordinance  IV,  Sec.  2,  be  amended  by  adding 
after  the  word  "held,''  the  words  "and  shall  likewise  report  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  as  often  as  required."
